The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  on  Wednesday  afternoon, 
6tli  February,  in  the  National  School. 

The  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  the  chair. 

The  reports  of  the  Central  Board,  Diocesan  Board,  and 
Clergy  Trust  Fund  were  presented,  adopted  and  ordered  to 
be  printed.  The  accounts  of  the  Clergy  Trust  Fund,  Local 
Endowment  Funds,  the  Bishopric  Endowment  Fund,  the 
Church  Society,  and  the  Diocesan  Board  were  adopted  and 
ordered  to  be  printed. 

A  report  from  the  St.  Francis  District  Association  was 
read  by  the  Secretary  when  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  "W.  Cr. 
AVurtele,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Carter  : 

"  That  the  report  from  the  District  Association  of  St. 
Francis  be  relerred.back  to  that  Association  with  the  request 
that  they  eliminate  from  their  report  those  portions  which 
have  reference  to  matters  not  directly  connected  with  the 
St.  Francis  District." 

Moved  in  amendment  by  Rev.  A.  A.  Yon  Iffland,  seconded 
by  Rev.  U.  M.  Fothergill : 

That  the  report  of  the  St.  Francis  District  Association  be 
printed  in  the  Annual  Report  with  the  following  heading  :

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CENTRAL  BOARD 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1883.

The  Coiitrul  liouvd,  in  proseiitiiig  llio  Forty-Second  An- 
nual ]tepoit,  would  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  some 
of  the  regulations  of  the  Society,  Avhich  seem  to  have  been 
overhxjked. 

Tlu'  Society  particularly  desires  to  [)ress  upon  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Cleray  and  others,  the  necessity  of  remitting  to 
the  proper  Treasurers  the  sums  of  money  which  belong  to 
their  several  departments. 

Many  may  be  of  op'nion  that  it  would  be  much  simpler 
to  have  l^ut  one  Treasurer  in  cliarge  of  all  the  funds  of  the 
Society,  but  they  fail  to  remember  that  the  work  of  the 
Society  being  so  large,  that  to  have  but  one  Treasurer,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  pay  him  a  large  salary,  which  the 
Society  cannot  afford,  the  work  therefore  has  to  be  divided ; 
and  the  Society  is  most  fortunate  in  having  secured  the 
services  of  gentlemen  in  every  way  competent  to  fulfil  the 
position  of  Honorary  Treasurers. 

From  the  City  of  Quebec  and  Rural  Deaneries  of  Gaspc 
and  Quebec,  all  moneys  for  the  Church  Society  should  be 
sent  direct  to  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  J.  Bell  Forsyth,  Esq., 
Quebec  ;  from  the  Rural  Deanery  of  Saint  Francis,  all  mon- 
eys for  the  Church  Society  should  be  sent  to  the  District 
Treasurer,  C.  I'l  Wurtele,  Esq.,  Sherl)rooke,  with  the 
exception  of  Clerical  sul)scriptions  to  the  AVidows'  and 
Or])hans'  Fund,  which  in  all  cases  are  due  at  the  Quebec 
office,  on  or  before  the  1st  May  in  each  year. 

All  moneys  due  for  assessment,  should  be  forwarded  to 
John  Hamilton,  Esq.,  Honorary  Treasurer,  Quebec. 
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All  moneys,  for  either  Domestic  or  Foreign  Missions, 
should  be  sent  direct  to  the  Honorary  Secretary-Treasnrcr, 
Rov.  G.  G.  Nicolls,  Quebec;  the  collrclioiis  should  be  lor- 
Avarded  immediately  after  they  have  been  made 

By  Domestic  Misaiona  is  meant  our  work  in  Alii'onia  and 
the  <:^reat  Morth  West,  by  Foreiixn  JJiasions,  our  missionary 
work  throuii'h  the  8.  V.  G.  and  amoni;'.st  the  Heathen  out- 
side the  Dominion  of  Canada.  Great  care  should  1)e  taken 
in  remitting-  money,  to  specify  very  clearly  the  object  to 
which  the  money  is  to  be  applicnl. 

This  branch  of  Church  work  is  nmv  thoroughly  distinct 
from  the  Church  Society,  and  is  only  noticed  by  Your  Board 
in  order  to  put  the  Clergy  and  others  on  iiUMr  guard 
against  mixing  their  remittances  for  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missions  with  the  Society's  funds.  The  TIev,  (k  G.  Nicolls 
closes  his  books  on  the  15th  of  June,  in  order  to  en- 
able him  to  make  his  annual  statement  to  the  '•  Domestie 
and  I'oreign  ^^lissionary  Society  ofj.he  Church  of  l^lngland 
in  Canada,"  on  the  oOth  of  June.  Full  reports  of  the  work 
throughout  the  Dominion,  will  be  furnished  by  the  Board 
of  .Management,  recently  establislied  by  Caiuwi  of  the 
Provincial  Synod. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  uood  seed  sown  bv  the 
Church  Society,  in  endeavoring  in  y^'ars  past  to  ))rinu-  this 
subject  promint'ntly  before  the  Diocese,  is  InMrinu'  uoiul 
fruit  to  the  honour  of  God  and  spread  of  His  Cliureh.  AVe 
shall  flourish  best  at  home,  when  we  do  luosL  abroiid,  and 
truly  it  can  be  said  of  us,  freely  we  have  re'eive(l,  fnv'Iy 
we  should  give. 

The  Kevd.  T.  Kiihardson,  Qu*  bee,  has  bveii  appointed 
by  the  S.  I'.  G.,  its  organizing  Secretary  for  tliis  Dioeose,  in 
order  to  promote  that  active  interest  in  its  work  and  AV(d- 
fare  which  it  has  a  right  to  expect.  \V^^  may  well  join 
with  our  sister  Diocese  of  Fredericton  aiul  tender  "  to  the 
Venerable  Society  for  the  Fropagatiou   of  the  Gospel'  in 
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Foreign  parts  an  acknowledgment  of  our  gratitude  for  the 
liberal  assistance  rendered  in  the  past ". 

Goo.  Voasey,  Esq..  is  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishopric  and 
Local  Endowment  Funds  and  is  also  Registrar  of  Ihi-  Dio- 
cese having  the  custody  of  deeds  and  conveyances. 

AValton  Smith,  Esq.,  is  Honorary  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
the  Churcli  Book  IJopository,  St.  John  St.,  wilhiuihe Gates, 
(;onducted  by  Miss  AV^ood. 

Clergy  and  others  desirous  of  any  partirular  publications 
of  the  S.  r.  C.  K.,  should  put  themselves  in  communication 
with  Mr.  Smith,  in  order  to  procure  their  importation. 

All  applications  for  grants  of  prayer  bo;)ks,  Szc.  should 
also  be  sent  to  Mr.  Smith. 

Th(^  Church  Society  requires  three  annual  oliertorics  to 
be  made  in  each  cougregation,  viz.  :  On  Quinquagesima 
Sunday  for  the  General  Fund  ;  Oil  the  Sunday  nearest  to 
Michaelmas  lor  the  j.lissioii  F'liud,  and  on  TJianksgiving 
Day  for  llu!  Pension  Fund.  The  amounts  collected  at  each 
of  these  olli-rtories  should  ])e  remitted  at  once  to  the  Hon. 
Treasui'er,  Mv.  ]:'or8ytli,  or  i!i  the  case  of  tlie  St.  Francis 
District  Association  to  jIv.  C.  Iv  AViirtele.  Sherbrooke. 

Your  Boar  I  notices  \viih  regvet  that  (not  including  the 
Missions  of  Sl.  Sylvester,  Sandy  Beach  and  St.  John's 
Melbourne  l^idge,  which  have  been  vacant  durino-  the 
greater  part  of  the  year)  thirty  congregations  have  Jailed  to 
make  an  oifertory  for  the  General  F'und,  Thirty-four  foi' the 
.Mission  F'und  and  Tliirty  ibr  tlu^  Pension  Fund. 

The  omission  of  oll'ertories,  and  especially  when  omitted 
altogether,  wliich  has  been  the  case  in  14  congregatious,  is 
niu'h  to  be  deplored  as  not  only  signifying  an  inditference 
to  comply  witli  the  desire  of  the  Society  but  moreover 
because  it  dei)rive.s  very  many  of  all  opportunity  of  sharing 
in  tin  work  of  the  Cluirch  Society  :  however  poor  a  con- 
gregatioii  may  be  it  ould  not  be  excluded  from  the  privi- 
lege of  being  allowed  to  eoutribute  in  the  Church's  up- 
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pointed  way  for  the  several  funds  "svhich  are  all  managed 
for  the  well  being  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

It  may  seem  to  some  superiluons  and  out  of  place  to 
make  the  above  statements  especially  as  the  pith  of  them 
may  already  be  found  in  the  "  notices  "  published  in  the 
last  annual  report,  but  the  experience  of  the  past  year 
seems  to  make  it  at  least  prudent  thus  to  repmit  in  a  more 
formal  manner  the  wishes  of  the  Society  acting  under  the 
authority  of  the  Lord  Lishop  of  the  Diocese.

Diocese  during  llic  past  year,  wilhout  <'alling  npon  llii> 
Clergy  Trust  Fund  for  any  assistance,  hesidcs  making  an 
appropriation  of  $1,()9'),  in  augmentation  ol'tlie  scanty  in- 
comes of  the  Clergy. 

The  balance  at  (he  dost;  of  ]8(S2,  has  thus  been  rt'duc.'d  lo 
an  amount  which  will  barely  sullice  to  nn-ct  tlic  ordimiry 
outlay  till  the  Mission  F'und  collections  and  oifcrtories  are 
received. 
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Some  missions  spoken  of  as  vacant  in  the  last  report,  haro 
been  wilhout  a  resident  Clergyman  for  i)art  of  the  year, 

Of  the  Ihree  specially  referred  to  in  (he  last  rejwrt,  Ihc 
Missio)is  of  iiromptun  and  Windsor  has  had  a  resident  Mis- 
sionary since  last  June  and  Sandy  Beach  since  December, 
whilst  the  large  and  scattered  Mission  of  St.  Sylvester  has 
been  served  mo:-(  of  the  time  by  a  Clergyman  in  temporary 
charge. 

The  Mis>i(tn  of  Labrador  has  been  vacant  since  Septem- 
ber, but  the  people  are  being  looked  after  by  a  •'•atethist 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  until  such  time  as  a  missionary 
in  orders  r,\n  l)e  secured. 

With  these  exceptions,  St.  .folin's,  Melbourne,  is  the  only 
Mission  now  vacant,  and  even  here  the  people  are  ouly  in. 
part  deiirived  ot  the  ministrations  of  the  Church,  which  are 
supplied  io  theui  by  the  Ui-eior  .>t"  ]\b,'lbourne,  who  devotes 
what  lini''  he  can  i-p.ire  i'lom  liisnwn  p;iri-h  to  the  service 
of  the  cona,'re2,atioiis  in  this  Mission. 

In  taking  a  ri'view  (»!' the  past  \ear"s  work,  your  Board 
has  mu'li  sali-^faction  in  b'Mug  abl"  io  report  that  notwith- 
standing the  dilficulties  (o  be  eiiiountcred  from  the  sparse- 
ness  of  the  Church  ]iopula(  ion  and  in  sonnMnstanees  the 
tendenev  Immigrate  to  more  promisinLi  lields  of  employment, 
unmislakable  progress  has  atl'nded  ih(>  missionary  work  of 
the  Chur.  h  in  tliis  Diocese. 

Al)unda)it,  and  inleicsting  evidence  of  this  is  to  be  found 
ill  the  K'eporls  of  ihe  Ch'rgy  wlii'li  are  hereunto  appended, 
not  onlv  <lo  ihi'se  reports  indicate  iu  (b-lail  the  various 
points  ot  improvenii'iit  which  have  taken  plad^  but,  for  the 
mosi  i>art  they  l)realhi' a  spirit  of  liopeiubiess  which  augurs 
well  for  ilic  future. 

Xothinii'  short  of  a  careful  perusal  of  tiiese  details  of  cpiiet 
unosfentaliotis  work  and  its  many  hapi)y  results  can  cou- 
vev  a  full  conception  of  the  actual  progress  made,  but  some 
justihcation  at  least  for  this  hopeful  view  may  be  adduced 
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in  the  fact  that  the  conaTogatioiis  with  .scarcely  any  excep- 
tions are  laithiully  i'liUilling'  their  obligations  to  the  Hoard. 

Those  missions  also  which,  in  the  judgnient  of  the  Synod 
of  the  Diocese,  were  deemed  to  have  grown  strong  enough 
to  bear  the  near  prospect  of  independence  are  faithfully 
preparing  themselves  with  this  object  in  view. 

The  Missions  of  Durham  and  Coaticook  durinu"  the  cur- 
rent year  will  pay  an  assessment  of  ^'JOO  and  $o;')0  respec- 
tively and  will  become  self  sustaining  on  the  1st  January, 
1885. 

The  Mission  of  Stanstead  will  also  liecome  self-supporting 
at  the  close  of  the  ye.ir  1884,  and  the  Mission  of  Cookshirt\ 
on  1st  July,  1885. 

Ont>  other  Mission  besides  thai  of  Burv,  has  been  notilicd 
that  no  aid  will  be  extended  to  it  after  the  close  of  the  year 
1884. 

In  addition  io  this  there  is  e\ery  prospect  thnt  one  new 
Mission,  viz.  :  Ascot  corner  and  West  bury,  will  shortly  be 
added  to  the  list  of  those  aided  by  your  IJoard.

Tlie  year  wliiidi  is  now  clo;-ii)<_i,'  lias  hts'u  a  memorable 
one  in  the  Missionary  History  of  l  In- Caii.idian  Church.  The 
impulse  given  to  thi>  Missiouaiy  spirit  amonii;'  tis  ))y  the 
Pevd.  Dr.  Sullivan's  act  (>ptanceof  the  ^lissionary  Pishopric 
of  Algoma,  has  ))eeu  greatly  increased  by  his  refusing,  on  the 
ground  of  duty  to  Algoma.  to  abandon  it  for  tluMnore  at- 
tractive Bishopric  of  Huron.  The  remarkabh'  report  pre- 
sented to  tJie  late  Provincial  Synod,  by  the  lleiu'ial  P>oard 
of  Canadian  Missions,  exhibited  a  growth  in  conlrihutions 
for  Missionary  work  throughout  the  Pcclesiastieal  Province, 
which  took  the  Church  'piite  hy  surprise.  For  Algoma 
alone,  during  the  liist  y(.>ar  of  Pishop  Sullivan's  episcopate, 
more  than  $:30, 000  was  contributed;   fov   Alu'oma  and  the 
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North  WosI  during'  tho  past  throe  years — ol'  moneys  pu])lic- 
ly  reported,  more  than  $4"), 000  besides  $8,000  lor  missions 
to  the  Heathen  ; — in  all  $■)•?, OOO.  The  eontrilmlions  for  Al- 
g-oma  and  the  Norlh  West  grew  IVoui  not  quite  $5,000  in 
1881  to  ii^lo.OOO  in  1SS:J.  Contributions  lor  missions  to  the 
Heathen,  have  grown  steadilv  IVom  $l,.")00  in  ISSI,  to  $2,- 
300  in  1882  and  s;:!,000  in  188:5. 

The  growth  of  the  missionary  spirit  has  been  shown  also 
in  another  way  ;  in  the  time  a)id  atttuition  devoted  to  Mis- 
sionary work  by  the  lat(>  Provincial  Synod.  Two  entire 
days  of  the  time  ol'  the  Synod  was  given  up  to  Missions, 
and  that  with  an  enthusiasm  wliich  spoke  volumes.  The 
general  Missionary  Hoard  was  entirely  reorganized,  on  tho 
lines  which  hav(^  i)roved  so  ellieient  in  our  venerated  sister 
Chur«-li  in  the  United  States.  The  n»nv  Board,  at  its  first 
meeting  a  Ibrtniuht  ago,  in  Montreal,  set  itself  to  the  task 
of  completing  the  details  (dils  organization,  and  carryingout 
its  work  with  an  earnestness  of  spirit  which  argues  well 
I'or  its  success.  II  was  publicly  stated  during  its  sessions, 
that  the  Hoard  ouuht  to  look  forwaid  to  i-aising  in  Canada 
$100,000  a  year  for  missionary  work,  a  sum,  it  was  added, 
quite  within  the  ability  of  the  Canadian  Church. 

It  is  also  eause  for  thankfulness  and  encouragement,  to 
notice  that  in  this  matter  of  f)rogress  in  contributions  for 
missionary  work,  the  J)ii>cese  of  Quebi'c  has  been  forward. 
This  Dioce.se,  though  far  the  poorest  in  the  ecclesiasticai 
Province,  has  contributed  during  the  last  three  years,  in 
proportion  to  its  Church  population,  for  Algoma  and  the 
North  West,  nearly  four  times  as  much  as  the  Province  of 
Ontario  ;  nearly  three  times  as  much  as  the  Province  of  New 
Brunswick,  and  thirteen  tiuK^s  as  much  as  Nova  Scotia. 
Also  for  Missions  to  tho  Heathen,  duiing  the  same  period, 
this  Diocese  has  contril)uled  in  proportion  to  Church  popu- 
lation, more  than  six  times  as  much  as  the  T^rovince  of 
Ontario,  about  the  same  proportion  as  New  Brunswick, 
and  ten  times  as  much  as  Nova  Scotia. 

On  the  other  hand  it  is  fair  to  remember  that  Ontario  re- 
ceives no  help  from  England,  while  we  are  receiving  nearly 
17000  a  year.  Besides,  when  we  look  fairly  into  what  we 
are  doing  we  shall  see  how  Utile  it  is. 

This  year  we  have  sent  away  for  missionary  work  in 
Algoma,  the  North  "West  and  among  the  Heathen  and  for 
other  extra  parochial  objects  the  sum  of  si?  2, 242.     On  the 
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othor  hand  vre  have  rocoivcd  IVoni  th(»  Mission  Funds  oi' 
the  Church  towards  the  support  of  our  own  ClcrLiv  to  the 
amonnt  of  $4,000.  tSo  thai  (loductiiiy  what  we  fsi'iul  away, 
wo  in  this  district  aro  still  drawing-  ujiou  the  Missionarv 
Funds  of  the  C'hurcli  to  the  amount  oi  nearly  $11^,0(10  a  year. 
Every  Churehmau  in  this  District  ouiiht  serior.sly  to  a.^k 
himself.     Is  it  rig-ht  to  take  this  money  '. 

The  amount  contributed  within  this  District  during-  tlie 
year  for  all  Church  purposes  has  been  $L^"'>,00!>.(i4,  of  this 
sum,  120, 708. 50  was  for  siri<-tly  parochial  ol>jects  ;  ami 
$2,240.84  we  sent  away  to  help  those  outside  :  -distributt'.l 
as  follows  :-The  Chur.lu^ociety.  SlJOl.21  ;  lii.shop's  Col- 
lege, 5^20"). -jO  ;  Algoma  and  North  ^v•  est,  si;;50.-''2  ;  Mi'^sion,-, 
to  Heathen,  !^24ti.l()  ;  .Tmvs  and  Deaf-mutes.  5^47. »j.'). 

Comparing  this  with  last  year's  contributions  it  is  Ibuiul 
that  the  total  amount  raised  is  ^■),002..")i;  more  than  la.«>t 
vear,  exclusive  of  the  valuable  gift  of  land  in  ^^ag.)g.  Cou- 
trilmtions  to  the  Church  Society,  liowev.M-,  havt-  fallen  oil 
by  the  sum  of  $1<''5.  While  uiut'  of  our  .\ris>io]is  lia\.'  in- 
creased in  their  Church  Society  coll<>ctions  by  the  .sum  ol 
199,  eleven,  nearly  all  oithem  among  the  wealthiest,  have 
decreased  to  tlie  amount  of  s:202.  On  the  other  li;nul  con- 
tributions for  Foreign  and  Dome.^tic  Mi>sions  aiid  Bishoi)':> 
College  have  increased  })y  the  sum  oi' $204  OV  Thiis  leaves. 
in  what  are  reallv  our  uiits  (lor  what  we  do  for  our  own 
Parish  purposes  is  in  no  si^nse  a  «.'-///)  a  ^mali  balance  to  the 

good. 

On  the  whole,  then,  we  have  no  uround  of  boasting  in 
the  matter  of  contributions  for  religious  o))jects.  It  is  quite 
evident  that  in  this  department  we  have  much  yet  to  hnirn. 
AVhat  we  ought  to  resolve  upon  is,  that  each  one  of  u-. 
Clergyman  and  Layman,  will  consider  it  our  bouiulen  duty 
to  see  that  the  amount  contributed  in  each  of  our  Parishes 
for  th'j  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  both  within  and 
without  our  borders,  grows  with  a  m. irked  and  steady  in- 
crease year  by  year. 

The  reports  of  the  Clergy  will  be  piintinl  at  length  in  the 
annual  report,  Thev  will  be  found  to  Ix^  a  modest  re(  ord 
'jf  faithful  service  which  cannot  be  read  without  thankful- 
ness. The  thoughtful  reader  will  gather  from  them  that 
a  most  earnest  and  progresr^ive  ministry  is  being  exercised 
among  us.     One  feature  is  not  on  the  surface.     The  stend.y 
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iucrease  in  <ho  iiuinluM-  of  .seivifos,  and  more  particularly 
the  multiplication  of  School  J  louse  Stations,  can  only  ]w 
discovered  by  careful  study.  Seven  missions  have  regular 
services  at  :>4  stations.  The  next  seven  have  21  stations. 
in  the  liO  clerical  chames  ol"  this  District,  there  are  71 
distint't  stations,  (known  to  the  Se>rctary  there  may  he 
more)  served  regularly. 

And  success  is  certainly  following'  these  loving  and  de- 
voted labors  TIkmv  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Church  in 
these  Townships  i.s  making  marked  and  healthy  progress. 
Old  prejudices  are  fast  being  dissipated,  and  the  old  Catho- 
lic Church  of  the  English-speaking  people  is  l)eing  more 
and  more  recognized  as  a  true  branch  of  the  Church  of  the 
living  God,  the  Tillar  and  Ground  of  the  Truth. 

This  report  ought  not  to  close  without  giving  expression 
to  the  Church  .^  thankfulne.s.s  to  Almighty  God  for  His 
blessing  vouchsafed  to  the  work  ol' our  Diocesan  Missioner, 
now  brought  to  a  close.  Eight  Missions  have  been  held  in 
the  District  during  the  year,  and  with  respect  to  them  all, 
the  Clergy  spi'ak  most  gratefully  and  hopefully.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  that  the  (.'xperiment  of  a  Diocesan  Missioner 
has  been  crowneil  with  moi'e  uniiorm  success  than  could 
reasonably  have  been  exi>ected.  While  all  will  rejoice  that 
Mr.  Thomson  resumes  i)arochial  work  within  tiie  District 
of  St.  Francis,  it  is  matter  of  great  and  general  regret  that 
his  loviug  labours  as  ])iocesan  ^lissioner  are  to  cease.

Durino'  the  year,  several  families  left  Jur  the  I  niled  States 
and  elsewhere.  I)ut  m  consequence  of  new  arrivals  I'rom 
other  places,  our  numbers  are  not  diminished. 

Services  are  still  held  in  Upton  and  Roxton  Falls,  Dio- 
cese of  Montreal  ;  but  still  I  believe  as  many  services  dur- 
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ing  tho  y«'ar  liavc  boon  ^i\('ii  in  my  own  Mission,  as  in  any 
other  counti'V  Mission  in  tin-  IHoccsc.  Tho  two  .soiviccs 
hold  in  St  Mark's  Church,  Actonvalo,  cvory  >Siinday,  haAc 
l)Oon  well  attonch'c],  th(»  avorauf  allt'iidnnct'  hciny  -A).  This 
must  ap[>oar  siiiall  to  most  posoiis.  hut  taiviiiu'  inio  coii- 
sidoration  tlio  I'ownoss  ofllio  Mimlish  popuhilion,  it  is  satis- 
factory and  good 

During- tho  year,  in  all,  F  have  h-'ld  2-")l  scrvioos,  oi  whidi 
SI  wore  in  the  Dioeosr  of  ^Montreal,  and  the  halanct-.  I7i>, 
wore  in  Actonvalo,  Danhy  and  Wt-si  W  ickham.  for  1  have 
still  under  my  charge  live  coniii-ogntions,  although  ihey  he 
small  in  numhors  and  scanty  in  worhlly  goods. 

With  regard  to  improvements,  our  dilai)i(latcd  Church 
slops  have  given  ^vay  lo  new  ones,  and  the  approaches  to 
God's  IIouso  put  into  good  order.  W'c  have  also  to  ar- 
knowledge  a  very  haiulsomo  gill  of  a  ('hunli  hell,  IVom 
Mis.  Wurtole,  Senr.,  and  the  heirs  of  the  hte  Mr.  Anihrose 
Duncan.  Also,  through  a  lady  coiiiniunii  :uil.  a  new  Chaliee 
and  Paten  and  Altar  Linen.

Tho  Kev.  (;,  i;.  Wa-her  reports  :  — 

It  is  with  much  thankfulness  thai  I  report  thai,  during 
the  i)ast  vear.  I  have  been  enabled  to  hold  on  my  \\a\'  in 
this  mission  in  normal  liealth.  My  euiiauomeiit^  lia\e  been 
kept  in  four  of  the  stations.  (.'.Vi cpt  at  l*et(Ml)ori."  on  two 
Sunday  afternoons,  when  the  slate  of  the  snow  road  pro- 
vented  my  rea(  hing  the  station  in  tiuKv  One  satisfactory 
relloction  is  the  on.teome  of  the  e.Kperiiu.  e  oT  last  wintei', 
and  may  be  noted.  If  the  Missionary  heic  could  come  well 
through  that  season,  he  may  anticipate  tho  wildest  winter 
of  the  future  with  calmne.is  and  complacency. 

Hardly  more  than  a  note  or  two  have  I  lo  give  beyond 
the  common  round  of  work. 
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Dixville. — Service  here  every  Sunday.  Cou^TOgation 
larger  and  promising  further  to  g-row.  Sunday  School  jioocl 
and  encouraging,  and  the  scholars  remain  to  Church — no 
pmall  improvement,  considering  the  locjility.  Wc  have  not 
yet  begun  our  Church.  Though  we  have  enough  money 
to  begin,  we  have  not  enough  to  linish.  As  we  propose  to 
incur  no  debt,  we  must  be  content  to  wait. 

St.  Laiorence. — The  services  uninterruptedly  conducted 
jbrtnightly  on  Sundays  through  the  year,  except  during 
.Tulv  and  August,  when  mv  place  was  kindly  taken  by 
the'Rev.  C.  Worrell,  M.A.,  of  Brockville,  Out.,  who  held  :i, 
service  every  Sunday.  For  these  two  months  the  young  of 
the  neighbourhood  had  th(^  advantage  of  a  Sunday  School, 
under  the  management  of  Miss  Annie  AVard  and  a  friend, 
and  was  only  discontinued  by  reason  of  the  good  teachers 
having  to  return  to  Montreal. 

Stanhope. — The  congregation  maintains  its  attendance. 
We  revived  a  Sunday  School  in  the  si)ring,  but  circum- 
stances have  been  against  us.  Oiu^  of  the  two  gentlemen 
who  were  to  have  as.sisted,  unexpectedly,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  enterprise,  removed  to  a  distance  to  accept  a 
situation  that  offered  itself;  and  the  other,  in  a  few  weeks, 
was  laid  low  by  illness.  This  compelled  me  to  have  Sun- 
day School  only  once  a  fortnight,  before  service  time,  when 
I  covild  myself  be  present.  I  received  elTicient  help  fiom 
Mrs.  James  Cameron,  who,  I  regret  (o  say,  has  recently  left 
Stanhope.     I  am  now  )nanaging  the  school  single  handed. 

Perrijboni. — Services  fortnightly  on  Sunday  throughout 
the  year,  with  the  two  exceptions  indicated.  Congrega- 
tions as  good  as  ever.  The  Sunday  School  was  carried  on 
during  the  summer  months.  I  wish  I  could  reach  this  sta- 
ii(m  early  enough  to  be  i>resent  sometimes  at  school. 

Hereford. — This  station  does  not  permit  me  to  make  a 
moj-e  favourable  report  than  I  made  last  year.  It  is  at  ju'e- 
se)it  closed  on  account  of  arrears  of  assessment,  after  r<'gular 
Sunday  services  fortnightly  through  the  summer,  and  there 
seems  to  be  no  immediate  prospect  of  reopening.  The  lady 
who  did  so  much  to  bring  about  the  resumption  of  services 
fifteen  months  ago  is  not  free  to  engage  in  the  work  again, 
were  the  likelihood  of  success  as  great ;  and  no  one  else  is 
ready  to  take  the  matter  up.  The  future  for  this  station 
seems  dismal.    The  settling  of  a  Missionary  in  its  midst  ap- 
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pears  to  me  tlio  only  remedy  lor  present  ills.  I  nm  roixlv 
to  give  1111(1  desirous  oi"  giviiiu'  a  I'ortiiightly  Sunday  eveii- 
iiig  service,  but  a  place  like  this  cannot  suceessrully  bo 
worked  at  so  great  a  distance  from  head-quarters,  and  \vith 
the  charge  ol'  i'our  other  stations. 

In  my  last  report  I  led  the  Church  to  exi)eet,  in  a  small 
way,  the  l)eginninu' of  subs(  riplions  to  llie  Church  Society's 
funds.  I  record  with  pleasure  the  realization  ol'the  exjjec- 
tation.  AVe  have  made  a  beginning,  and  each  of  the  five 
stations  is  represented.  N(tw  a  start  has  been  made,  F  trust 
we  shnll  do  bett(n'  year  by  year.

The  Kev.  ir.  (\  Stuart  re])orts  :— 

Stn'vices  have  been  held  regularly  e\'ory  Sunday  and 
priiici]ial  Iloly-days  at  St.  Bartholomew's  Cliurch,  and  I'ort- 
nightly  at  St.  Jeane  do  Neuville  during  the  Summer.  The 
Holv  Communion  has  l)een  celebrated  i'ortnightly  and  on 
the  chief  Iloly-days.  and  all  the  services  have  been  well 
attendinl. 

The  three  schools  aided  by  the  Chui'ch  Society  have  been 
in  operation  during  the  w  hob;  year.  I  cannot  speak  too 
highly  of  the  good  ([uaiity  ol'  work  done  in  these  schools, 
nor  ol'the  sell'-sacrilic(^  of  two  of  the  leaclu'rs,  holding  AFodel 
Diplomat  ol'the  lirst  class,  who  contentedly  labour  here  on 
a  salary  of  s  1 20.00  out  of  which  they  must  board  themselves. 

Many  changes  lia\e  taken  place,  c\en  in  this  secluded 
mission,  during  ilie  past  year.  The  death  of  Col.  Tanet  has 
casta  gloom  over  I  he  whole  seigniory  which  will  take  many 
years  to  disi)erse.  M;tny  of  us  can  scarcely  realize  the  fact  that 
his  genial  face  we  shall  set;  no  more.  James  Davidson,  sr., 
Mrs.  Pyles,  Mrs.  Smith  and  Mrs.  McCorkell  were  old  land- 
nuirks  whose  removal,  each  in  their  several  spheres,  have, 
changed  the  Mission  in  a  marked  degree.  John  Smith  was 
taken  away  in  the  prime  and  vigour  of  lil«',  leaving  a  widow 
and  eight  children  to  mourn  his  loss.  Three  families  have,  lelt 
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the  Mission,  and  their  places  are  vacant,  or  tilled  by  Roman 
Catholic  families.  Indeed,  we  must  lace  the  fact  that  our 
numbers  are  being  steadily  diminished.  Thirty-ibur  children, 
young  men  and  young  women,  are  now  away  from  home, 
earning  the  livelihood  they  could  not  obtain  here,  and  it  is 
very  improbable  that  they  will  return.  A  large  number  of 
our  people  wrould  gladly  seek  a  home  in  the  West  if  they 
could  collect  sulHcient  money  to  take  themselves  and  fami- 
lies thither. 

The  Assessment  to  thi;  Board  has  been  paid  cheerfully, 
and  the  people  have  willingly  contributed  of  Hum-  penury 
to  the  various  objects  for  which  their  assistance  has  been 
requested.  Knowing  their  circumstances,  1  think  their 
contributions  to  Church  purposes  (juite  all  they  are  able  to 
make,  I  am  frequently  at  a  loss  to  know  how  tliey  can  meet 
all  their  dues,  their  drawbacks  are  so  many  and  so  formid- 
able. 

The  people  here  are  not  indolent  by  any  means,  neither 
are  they  particularly  improvident.  They  have  great  diiii- 
culties  to  encounter,  some  of  which  I  shall  briefly  nieniion. 

The  bulk  of  the  peoph^  have  no  wood  on  their  farms,  and 
none,  with  a  single  exception,  have  sullicient  wood  to  make 
its  transport  to  market  a  proiitalde  enterprise.  A  few  men 
have  wood  enough  to  supply  themselves,  and  one  or  two 
neighbours,  and  occasionally  a  cord  or  two  to  sell.  Numbers 
of  men  have  told  me  that  when  their  little  piece  of  wood 
land  is  exhausted,  they  must  either  emigrate  or  freeze. 

Nearly  all  of  our  people  have  farms  located  on  an  extensive 
plain  of  sand.  If  the  summer  be  a  rainy  one,  and  they  have 
enouii'h  manure  to  fertiliw  their  land,  their  potatoes  and  oats 
yield  a  good  harvest.  But  if  the  season  be  dry,  the  lookout 
is  indeed  a  sad  one.  I  have  seen  two  seasons  so  dry  that 
not  one  bundle  of  hay  was  cut  on  the  whole  plain.  Even 
in  ihe  most  favourable  season,  harvest  rarely  brings  more 
than  $ir)0  to  the  husbandman,  out  of  which  his  family  mu.st 
l)e  clothed  and  fed  for  the  year,  leaving,  surely  a  very  limit- 
ed amount  on  which  to  luxuriate,  after  "  the  two  ends  have 
been  made  to  meet." 

There  are  now  tw^enty-tvvo  people  here  of  seventy  years 
ol'  age  and  upwards ;  and  thirty-lour  children  and  young 
))eoi)lo  are  away  from  home,  mostly  in  the  Jar  West,  who 
bend  money  home  regularly  to  help  to  support  their  parents. 
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It  is  excoediiigiy  disliistei'ul  to  me  to  thus  write  of  tho 
temporal  condition  of  the  Mission,  hut  I  am  ohhg-ed  to 
mention  our  drawbacks,  to  give  anything  like  a  just  estimate 
of  our  actual  circumstance^  and  resources. 

Turning  from  the  contemplation  of  the  the  dark  sidi;  of 
the  picture,  I  hereby  tender  to  Miss  Price,  of  "Wolfeslield, 
our  Avarmest  thanks  for  a  very  beautifully  eml)roidered  red 
Altar  cloth  ;  and  reccnxl  with  due  thankfulness  ihe  kindness 
of  the  people  in  presenting  me  with  a  purse  containing  i^4."), 
and  in  erecting  a  stable,  and  digging  a  well,  at  the  i)ars()n- 
age.

The  llevd.  H.  V.  ]Mansl)ridge  reports  : — 

Windsor  Mills. — I  have  now  been  in  charge  of  i  his  Mission 
about  seven  montlis,  and  my  exi)erience  so  far  leads  me  to 
think  that  "Windsor  is  the  i>roper  place  for  the  Clergyman 
to  reside. 

The  congre;^'ati()n  in  Ihis  villag*',  sinre  my  appoiiilment, 
has  been  steadily  (»n  the  increase,  aiul  already  do  they  shew 
a  oreater  xeal  and  «,'arnestne.ss  in  reliL-'ious  matters  than  has 
hitherto  been  the  case.  The  average  attendance  is  about 
forty. 

The  services  in  the  little  Church  are  liearty  and  cheerful  ; 
the  singing  also  i-  -greatly  improved.  The  unfortunate  site 
of  the  Church,  how  ever,  pioves  a  great  drawback  :  In 
time  we  hoi)e  to  iTcct  a  lariier  edilice  on  a  moi'c  central 
spot. 

I  cannot  omit  to  meniic>n  in  my  report  the  willingness 
displayed  by  the  congregation  in  contributing?  towards 
th(;  dillerent  funds  of  the  Church  Society.  They  have 
exceeded  my  exp  ■ctation  in  this  ivspect,  and  1  earnestly 
hoj)e  it  may  prove  but  a  commoncement  of  what  is  to 
come.  A\  e  tendi'r  our  most  sincere  thanks  to  Miss  Annie 
Miller  lor  her  kindness  in  collecting'  the  same. 
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Brohi/doH. — "When  livst  appoiiii(Hl  to  the  Mission  it  wns 
sug-g-ested  that  I  should  liohl  Ihe  services  in  ihe  morning- 
ovcry  aliernate  month  at  Windsor  and  Brompton,  but  after 
giving  it  a  lair  trial,  it  was  iound  to  suit  neither  congrega- 
lion.  At  present  we  have  a  morning  service  at  Brompton 
and  afternoon  at  Windsor.  There  is  a  pretty  Church  here 
and  the  congregation  is  usually  good. 

I  take  the  opportunity,  on  behalf  of  the  congregation 
and  myself,  of  returning  our  most  sincere  thanks  to  Miss 
Lauiont  for  her  kind  and  gratuitous  services  as  organist.

During  the  last  year  the  work  in  tliis  Mission  has  been 
carried  on  without  inlerruption. 

Saiul  Paufs  Church,  Rohiiii^on., — There  is  Sunday  ^SForning 
service  at  11  o'clock,  preceded  by  Sunday  School.  Holy 
Communion  is  celebrated  twice  a  month,  at  9  a.  m.  and  at 
11  a.  m. 

The  attendanct^  at  this  church,  which  is  well  situated  for 
the  Parish  Church,  being  centrally  located  in  the  midst  of 
a  populous  district,  has  been  very  good;  and  I  attribute 
this  happy  fact  in  a  great  measurt^  to  the  School  House 
services  held  regularly  on  the  outskirts  of  the  parish. 

l''riday  evening  service  has  been  maintained  regularly, 
lollowed  by  a  practice  of  Church  ^lusic  for  the  Iblbwing 
Sunday  service.  The  Sunday  School  in  connexion  with 
the  Church  is  a  very  ])romising  one  ;  the  teachers  have 
been  on  the  whole  regular,  faithful  and  painstaking. 

The  Incumbent,  for  sonn^  time  past,  has  been  holding  a 
conlirmation  class  during  the  Sunday  School  hour. 

Saint  Thoituu  Church,  /J/c/v/.— Distant  six  miles  from  the 
village. 

This  congregation  for  the  present  meets  for  service  in  a 
large  room  kindly  lent  by  one  of  the  members,  The  Sunday 
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service  is  ibrtnightly  at  3  p.  111.  The  aUeiidauce  is  good. 
Steps  will  be  shortly  taken,  I  trust,  for  building  a  suitable 
Church  ediiice  in  this  part  of  the  mission. 

Saint  John's  Church,  Bury. — Distant  lour  miles  Irom  the 
village  has  not  been  utilized  for  regular  service  during  the 
])ast  year,  for  the  reason  that  the  only  hours  for  service  at 
my  disposal,  after  tlie  congregation  was  prepared  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  JJiocesan  Board,  did  not  meet 
■with  the  views  of  the  majority  of  the  people  ;  however 
this  congregation  is  not  debarred  by  distance  from  attending 
the  Sunday  morning  services  in  the  village,  as  the  major 
portion  of  the  people  live  equally  as  close,  if  not  closer  to 
St  Paul's  Church  as  to  St  John's.  1  am  glad  to  say  that  a 
goodly  ntimber  have  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege. 

Saint  Peter's  Church,  Ling'wick. — Distant  thirteen  miles 
from  the  village,  has  been  regularly  served  every  fortnight 
with  a  Stmday  service  at  4  p.  m. 

Holy  Communion  is  celebrated  once  a  quarter.  During 
the  months  of  .luly  and  Atigust.  services  were  held  evt*ry 
Sunday  when,  through  the  Jvev.  Dr.  Itoe's  instrumentality, 
I  was  well  assisted  by  Mr.  Iiichard  Ilewton,  15.  A.  of  Bisiiop's 
College.  Although,  particularly  during  the  Spring  and 
l^'all,  the  way  to  this  distant  outpost  is  long  and  dreary, 
yet  the  attendance  and  attention  of  the  congregation  are 
most  encouraging.  Mrs.  Williams  kindly  presented  this 
church  with  a  suitable  Altar  cloth  which  was  much  needed. 

JNIissionary  meetings  were  held  in  each  of  the  above 
cliurches,  last  winter,  with  the  exception  of  St  John's.  Taking 
into  account  the  tinfavorabl*!  weather  at  the  time,  the 
attendance  was  fair.  School  Hottse  services  are  held  as 
follows,  at : 

Barter vi/le. — Once  a  fortnight,  where  T  am  ably  assisted  by 
the  Ivcv.  A.  H.  Judge.  Here  the  attendance  has  been  very 
u'ood,  and  the  interest  displayed  encoitraging  from  the  l)e- 
ginning. 

Hard- Wood-Flat. — This  School  House  receives  a  monthly 
s<Mvic(S  the  attendance  is  good  and  constant.  The  l^adies' 
(luild,  in  connexion  with  the  village  church,  still  continues 
its  elfective  h»'lp  ;  two  very  successful  enti'rtainments  have 
been  held  since  my  last  r«'port. 

The  annual  Sunday  School  treat   took  place  in  the  Town 
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Hall  at  Christmas,  when  prizos  woiv  given  to  the  doserving 
children. 

The  annual  Tic-nie  at  rnid-8uramer  was  greatly  appreciated 
hy  both  the  younger  and  older  meml)ers  of  the  Sunday 
School. 

AVe  hope  soon  to  have  the  privilege  of  welcoming  oncc^ 
more  into  our  midst  the  l^ord  lUshop  of  the  J)iocese,"when, 
it  is  hoped,  a  large  number  of  persons  will  present  them- 
selves for  conlirmalion.  We  have  been  iavored  by  a  visit 
from  the  Ivev  :  liural  DtMin  Keid  who  preached  for  us  twice 
at  our  Thanksgiving  services.  His  presence,  words  of 
c(m]u;il  and  sympathy  will  no  doubt  prove  a  source  of 
strength  to  the  work  of  the  mission.  A  small  band  of  six 
persons  have  undertaken  the  work  of  collecting  money  for 
the  diilerent  funds  of  the  Church  Society. 

I  must  not  omit  to  mention  that  the  Ladies'  Guild  of  St. 
Matthew's  Church,  Quebec,  have  again  nobly  helped  us  this 
year.  1st  in  procuring  a  chancel  carpet,  2nd  by  contributing 
$'.]()  in  money  towards  securing  a  most  necessary  want, 
\\y.  :  a  solid  silviu*  communion  set.  The  good  which  these 
devoted  ladies  ellect  in  (mr  countiy  missions  is  incalculable.

Revd.  W.  Gr.  Lyster  reports  : — 

During  the  past  year,  the  small  and  struggling  congrega- 
tion of  St.  James',  Cape  Cove,  has  l)een  still  further  reduced 
l)y  the  removal  from  the  ccnintry  of  live  families  comprising 
over  thirty  individuals. 

The  coiigr(\gation  now  numbers  only  thirty-three  fami- 
lies, and  on  these  rest,  the  burden  of  an  assessment  con- 
siderably larger  than  that  i):ud  by  neighbouring  congre- 
gatitms  of  double  the  number.  This  assessment  will,  I 
hope,  continue  as  heretofore,  to  l)e  cheerfully  met.  AVhen 
we  lind  it  impossible  to  collect  the  amount,  we  sliall  appeal 
to  the  Diocesan  Board,  and  we  entertain  no  doubt  that  we 
shall  be  treated  with  fairiu^ss  and  consideration. 
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A  succosslul  eflort  has  been  made  to  raise  a  fund  for 
])iovidiiig  new  pews  and  carpeting  for  the  Church.  This 
was  accomplished  at  a  Christmas-tree  entertainment,  and 
we  have  to  thank  J.  J.  Balleine,  Esq ,  and  our  energetic 
toaclier  Miss  Higginson,  as  well  as  a  number  of  young 
l)eoiile  who  assisted,  for  the  success  of  the  undertaking. 
Wo  have  also  secured  an  excellent  bell,  weighing  810  lbs. 
at  a  cost  of  $1 20.  Messrs  Robin  generously  contributed  hall' 
that  amount  ;  a  kind  friend  gave  us  $20  ;  and  the  price  of 
two  old  bolls,  with  a  small  collection  taken  up  in  Church, 
I'urnished  the  balance. 

Thanks  to  the  grants  of  the  Church  f^ociety  our  three 
daily  schools  have  been  constantly  in  operation  :  our  Sun- 
day-Schools have  also  been  well  attended. 

it  is  hardly  necessary  to  state  that  the  ordinary  work  of 
th(^  Mission  has  gone  on  as  usual  :  nothing  note-worthy 
has  taken  place.  There  is  some  reason  to  hope,  although 
so  many  have  left  us,  that  the  mania  for  deserting  the  coast 
fias  received  a  check  :  indeed  there  are  indications  that  a 
low  of  our  wandering  Iriends  may  soon  be  expected  to 
relurn.  There  is  a  growing  feeling  that  there  are  worse 
l)laces  in  the  world  than  Gas])e,  and  that  if  people  would 
only  work  as  hard  here  as  they  do  elsewhere,  they  might 
fairly  expect  to  prosper. 

The  neat  little  Church  at  Perec,  St.  Paul's,  was  carefully 
r(^paintod  this  summer,  and  now  looks  quite  new. 

It  must  be  said,  the  church-wardens  continue  to  take  a 
laudable  interest  in  its  preservation.  A  few  of  the  young 
people  evince  groat  taste,  year  after  year,  in  decorating  this 
Church  for  Christmas  :  it  is  a  labour  of  love,  and  I  am  al- 
ways glad  to  lliank  them  for  it. 

At  the  clo.se  of  twenty-live  years  of  missionary  service 
on  this  coast,  I  may  be  permitted  to  add  a  few  words  as  to 
the  drawbacks  and  advantages  connected  with  a  residoiu^' 
in  this  somewhat  neglected  part  of  Canada. 

As  to  the  iirst,  it  must  bo  admitted  that  the  absence  of 
society,  the  want  of  educational  advantages  for  a  clergy- 
man's children  and  the  remoteness  from  the  centres  of  in- 
tc'llectual  life  and  movement,  are  all  disadvantagos,  and  in 
some  respects  serious  ones. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  proverbial  healthiness  of  the 
coast,  the  cheapnosf^  of  living,   the  pea<;eful,  obliging  and 
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hospitable  character  of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  somewhat 
primitive  mode  of  existence,  possess  I'or  many  persons  a 
charm  which  grows  only  stronger,  as  the  years  pass  by. 
A  Clergyman  is  certain  of  respectful  and  kindly  treatment 
on  all  hands  ;  and  I  may  safely  say,  there  are  probably  no 
congregations  in  Canada  more  devoted  to  their  Clergy,  and 
more  easily  advised  and  led,  than  the  kind-hearted  Church- 
people  of  the  Graspe  district. 

I  may  add,  that  the  merchants  who  are  engaged  in  tht^ 
iishing  l)usiness,  are,  nearly  all,  members  of  the  Church, 
and,  as  a  rule,  contribute  fairly,  and  sometimes  liberally  to 
Church  purposes. 

My  own  experience  in  this  respect,  has  however,  been 
almost  restricted  to  the  firm  of  Robin  &  Co.,  and  it  is  due 
to  them  to  say  that  their  agents  and  employees  are  always 
ready  to  aid  in  a  good  work,  at  least  I  have  never  appealed 
to  them  in  vain. 

I  would  be  ungrateful  indeed,  if  I  did  not  thankfully  ac- 
knowlege,  as  I  do  now,  the  unvarying  kindness,  attention 
and  hospitality  that  I  have  been  receiving  for  the  past 
twenty-live  years,  from  the  agents  of  this  extensive  iirm.

The  Rev.  John  Foster  reports  : — 

During  the  year  I  have  kept  up  three  Services  every  Sun- 
day, W'ith  unfailing  regularity,  two  at  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
in  the  upper  Village,  and  one  (in  the  afternoon)  at  Christ 
Church,  North  Coaticook. 

Holy  Communion  is  administered  once  in  two  months, 
at  9  A.  M.,  at  Christ  Church,  and  on  the  iirst  Sunday  in  the 
month  at  St.  Stephen's  Church. 

The  attendance  at  all  the  Services,  which  are  bright  and 
hearty,  is  much  the  same  as  last  year. 

I  have  commenced  a  Service  on  Wednesday  evenings,  at 
Belknap's  school-house,  about  three  miles  from  Coaticook  ; 
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so  I'ar  tlie  inierost  taken  in  tho  iSorvic*^  is  (^iicouragiiig,  and 
the  att<^i; dance  is,  on  the  whole,  good. 

Two  rinnday  tSchools  have  ])oenreguhirly  kept  up,  duriiiij; 
the  year,  in  each  of  wliich  I  teach  a  IMlAo  chiss. 

I  have  still  to  coniplnin  ol' the  dril't  oi"  our  people  west- 
ward, and  to  express  my  regret  thai  so  tew  iiuuiigraiits 
IVoni  the  mother  country  come  iimoniist  us,  and  of  the  few 
Avho  do  come,  the  gi'eater  numlxM*  remain  hut  a  short  liinc 
Mr.  Ilobbsandhis  larg(>  family,  who  were  regular  attendanis 
at,  and  most  generous  supporters  of  the  Church,  rcinovcd  lo 
Mauog  during  the  Sunniu'r. 

IJefore  leaving  Coaticook  Mr.  lIo])1)s  very  gencrouslv 
ollcred  to  pay  olfthe  sum  of  one  hundred  aiul  twenty  dollars 
still  dueonthe  enlargement  of  St.  Stephen'sChurcli,aiid  also 
one  tenth  of  the  six  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  due  on  the 
Parsonage,  provided  tlie  remaining  members  of  the  Coiiiive- 
gation  would  agree  to  pay  olfthe  balance  within  six  uioiitlis. 
Stimulated  by  so  uvnerous  an  oiler  a  subscrij)tion  list  was 
circulated  and  the  required  amoiinl  was  cheerfully  sub- 
scribed within  the  prescribed  time.  AV(?  hope  therefore, 
during  th(»  present  winter  to  so<^  the  pai'ish  entirely  IVee 
Irom  debt. 

During  lh(>  month  of  November  the  Ivev.  Isaac  Thompson 
held  a  Mission  at  Christ  Church,  North  Coaticook.  The 
Services  -were  very  well  attended,  and  a  dee}-)  interest  ^vas 
manifested  by  all  who  took  part  in  them. 

The  ground  Avas  diligently  pri^pan'd  by  house  to  house 
visiting  ])efore  Mr.  Thompson  entered  on  ihc  work,  and  is 
being  followed  u])  by  weekly  cottage  lectures  from  house 
to  house.  In  this  way  1  hojx'  to  deepen  and  solidify  the 
good  impri'ssions  \vhi<'h  I  have  every  reason  tt)  believe  were 
made  during  the  progress  of  the  Mission. 

1  earnestly  hope  and  [)ray  that  God  will  a.boun(hintly  bless 
til,:  work  which  was  l>egun  in  faith  and  i)rayer,  and  car- 
ried on  with  zeal  and  ])erse\  eran  e. 

I  have  established  a  guild  in  connection  with  St.  Ste])hen"s 
and  Christ  Church,  from  which  I  hope  foi-  good  results  in 
every  way. 

Pastoral  visiting  has  been  kept  up  with  unfailing  regu- 
larity. 

The  Hevd.  Andrew^  Balfour  who  has  resided  in  Coati- 
cook during  the  past  live  years,  is,  1  regret  to  say,  about  to 
leave  here,  to  live  in  Montreal. 
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During  his  slay  hore,  ho  took  part  in  the  Sunday  Servi- 
ces, greatly  to  my  relief,  and  with  much  acceptance  to  the 
people,  by  whom  he  is  universally  held  in  the  highest  es- 
teem tor  kindly  disposition,  and  exalted  Christian  character. 

On  looking  back  over  the  cvejits  of  the  year,  I  cannot 
])Ut  feel  that  many  of  my  i)eople  are  making  progress  in  tlie 
spiritual  life,  for  whicli  1  am  most  thankful.

The  Itev.  A.  II.  Judge  reports  : — 

*S7.  Peler'n  Church,  Coo/tshire. — The  usual  services  have 
been  held  regularly  throughout  the  year,  attended  durinu' 
the  Summer  months  ]>y  an  avi.'rau'o  morning  congregation 
of  ninety,  while  at  the  eveiung  services  a  mo.st  encoiir- 
aginu'  increase  is  seen.  Th(»  conu'regations  on  week-days 
and  the  chief  Fasts  and  Festivals  of  the  Church  are  not  so 
satisfactory.  The  Sunday  school  continues  to  llourish  uiuler 
the  skilllul  management  of  our  stalfof  teachers.  In  connec- 
tion with  St.  Peter's  Church,  a  ladies  Guild  and  Missionary 
Knion  has  ])een  formed.  A  meeting  is  held  every  fortnight, 
when  the  ladies  devote  themselves  to  work  for  the  new 
Parsonagt',  and  at  every  second  meeting  an  hour  is  spent 
reading  interesting  Missionary  n«nvs  of  the  Church.  1  re- 
joice to  think  that  a  growinii"  interest  is  ])eing  felt  in  our 
foreign  Mission  work,  for  I  fully  believe  that  the  greater 
the  int(nvst  shown  in  tin?  Church's  work  abroad,  the  more 
surely  will  the  work  at  home  llourish.  Besides  this  Society 
a  branch  of  tho  Crirls  FViendly  Society  has  l)een  established 
here,  having  two  associates  and  liftet'n  members.  Last 
Summer  the  old  Parsonaa-e,  being  in  a  ruinous  and  uninhab- 
itable condition,  was  sold  and  a  new  building  commenced. 
The  contract,  for  two  thousand  dollars,  was  signed  on 
the  8th  August  and  the  1)uildinir  shortly  after\vards  be- 
gun.    It  is  convcnit'nily  siiualcd  immediately  to  the  lila.st 
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of  the  Chnrcli  on  tho  corner  orihe  lot,  and  will  tidd  uToally 
to  the  appearance  and  vahie  ol'onr  Chnrcli  properly.  The 
buildinii'  stands  now,  onclos.Hl,  brick  cased  and  shinjilcd, 
and  is  to  be  completed  by  .lune  1st.  18(S4.  The  people  have 
subscribed  M'TV  nobly  toward-;  the  I'arsonai^'e  I'und. 

Chrisf  Church,  Island  Broo/,'. — All  C'liurch  work  here,  I  am 
thankl'ul  to  say,  is  satisltutory.  The  cong'iegations  have  verv 
materially  increased,  (averagini;'  seventy  throng-hont  the 
th(;  whole  yi'ar)  and  deep  intere;t  is  shown  in  the  Church's 
weltare.  In  the  Summer  we  had  our  proi)erty  neatly  fenced 
in,  and  hope  next  sprinn"  to  set  about  enacting  horse-sheds. 
On  my  own  behali"  and  that  of  my  peoj^h;  I  record  our 
warmest  thanks  to  Mrs.  AVilliams  for  gifts  of  Altar  linen  and 
alms  bags;  to  Mrs.  Geo.  Iv.  White,  of  Lennoxvill",  for  the 
gift  of  a  beautiful  and  costly  Altar  cloth,  and  to  th-  Guild 
of  St.  Matthew's,  Quebec,  for  the  gift  of  a  valual)!'  In'ass 
alms-basin.  Stimulated  by  such  acts  of  kindness  the  Con- 
gregation has  purchased  a  neat  and  good  oruan  for  the 
Church,  and  otherwise  addi'd  furniture  to  the  building;  yet 
our  wants  are  still  many,  including  a  bell,  Eucharistic  ves- 
sels, a  font,  vestry  furniture,  matting,  (S:e.  In  connection 
with  Christ  Church  a  Sunday  school  has  now  been  started 
and  we  have  on  the  roll  some  twenty  names.  This  is 
a  small  beginning,  but  with  Cod's  blessing  we  hops!  the 
school  may  prosper.  With  great  regret  I  mention  the  loss, 
through  removal  from  the  village,  of  our  Church-warden  and 
organist  Mr.  Xutt.  His  invaluable  services  will  ]>e  greatly 
missed. 

Dillon. — This  station,  twenty-live  miles  from  Cook- 
shire,  is  served  by  me  once  a  month,  ami  entails  along  and 
arduous  drive.  I  hold  service  in  a  school  house  at  New 
Jllnglaiid,  where  are  nine  English  families,  on  Monday 
evening,  and  the  following  morning  as  I  return  homewards. 
again  in  the  Norwegian  settlement  in  the  house  of  oni»  of 
th(^  five  families  of  Norwegians.  At  Ni^w  England  a  Sunday 
school  is  carried  on  by  a  layman. 

Randhoro. — Ten  miles  from  Cookshire  I  found  six  uhurch 
families  living  near  the  hamlet  of  IJandboro.  My  oiler  to 
give  them  a  monthly  service  was  reci^ived  withiireat  glad- 
ness, and  I  have  now  held  four  services  in  a  school  house 
there,  all  of  which  have  been  very  well  attended.  I  was 
told  that  mine  wa.j  the  lirdt  Church  of  England  service  ever 
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Jit'Ul  ill  tho  place,  and  the  interest  and  curiosity  shown  the 
iirst  night  was  manifest  by  the  assembling- of  over  oneliun- 
dred  people,  who  completely  filled  th(;  buildinii-,  and  most 
attentive  they  all  were.  The  choir  of  St.  Peter's  Church 
accompanied  me  on  this  iirst  visit  and  our  service  was 
siny-ulurly  ^^'ell  rendered  and  hearty,  ^o  much  enthusia.sm 
is  shown  hy  the  few  church  people  here,  and  such  substan- 
tial oilers  of  aid  have  been  made  by  them  that  I  have  a 
good  hope  that  we  may  soon  erect  a  little  church  at  this 
out-post. 

"  T/ie  Basin". — During- the  summer  months  the  Sunday 
school  here  has  been  kept  up  by  tlie  same  lady  whom  I 
mentioned  in  my  last  year's  report.  Her  work  is  completely 
a  labour  oi  love.  I  have  had  ai'ternoon  service  in  the  school 
house  at  various  times  throuiihout  the  year. 

A  bright  season  for  the  Parisli  was  the  occasion  of  His 
Lordship  the  Bishop's  visit,  on  Oct.  27th.  The  following  day, 
ihe  -I'^vd  Sunday  after  Trinity,  twenty-six  candidates  were 
presented  f'-r  conlirmation,  iifteen  in  Cookshire,  and  eleven 
in  Island  Brook.

Even  during  the  desperate 
weather  and  roads  of  last  Winter,  not  a  Sunday  was  a  bhiiik, 
though  I  must  admit  having  had  some  tough  work  at  times 
to  keep  api)ointnients. 

In  Mav  last,  the  Lord  Bishop  consecrated  St.  Augustine's 
Church,  "at  Danville,  St.  Paul's  at  Troutbiook,  and  the 
"Cliurch  of  the  Epiphany"  at  Lome. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  these  three  congregations,  each  with 
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its  Chuvciicoinploti'd  and  paid  lor, — oach  vvilh  a  congie?;!,- 
tioii  increasing"  in  numbers,  attached  to  the  Church's  teach- 
inii'  and  discipline,  devout  in  hehaviour,  and  appreciating- 
their  privileges. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  third  quarter  I  resigned  my 
charge,  after  eighteen  years  of  unbroken  labour;  it  is 
needless  to  add  how  a(,'utely  1  feel  the  si^paration.  During 
this  lonir  period,  nothinu"  ever  happened  to  disturb  the 
harmonv  of  my  relations  ^vith  the  people  committed  to  my 
charge.  1  have  ever  been  treated  wilh  unallected  kind- 
ness and  cordiality  which  seemed  to  increase  with  each 
year  ol  my  IncumbtMiey.  I  leave  the  Deanery  of  SI.  Fran- 
cis with  feelings  of  prolound  regret.

The  state  of  things  here  is  much  the  s;ime  as  ihat  re- 
presented in  my  last  report.  Our  numbers  are  l)eing 
gradually  reduced,  l)iit  otherwise  what  little  there  is  to  tell 
(capable,  thatis,  of  beingmentioiunl  in  a  report)  is  cheering 
rather  than  otherwise.  I  am  ])leased  to  observe  a  tendency 
towards  regularity  in  Church-attendance,  and  a  marked 
kindly  interest  in  Church  matters,  on  the  part  ol  those  who 
formerly  stood  aloof.  This  is  especially  the  case  with  the 
members  of  other  denominations,  or  of  none  at  all,  who 
have  been  for  the  past  two  years  drawn  here  by  the 
new  branches  of  industry  which  have  sprung  up  ;  and  to 
whom  our  services  at  iirst  appeared  strange  and  uncon- 
genial.

Our  CliNrck  D(i//-Scho()/  now  ol'  three  years'  standing,  is 
still  ill  existence  ;  but,  owing  to  death  and  removal,  its 
Ibrtunes  have  been  reduced  to  a  somewhat  low  el)b  ;  and 
the  help  ol'  the  Society  has  Ix'en  craved  to  save  it  I'rom  col- 
lapse. The  number  now  in  attendance  is  17  ;  but,  bel'ore 
the  spring,  should  the  school  continue,  it  would  prol)ably 
be  increased  to  2-"). 

There  are  live  other  "  Protestant  "  Schools  within  the 
l):'trish,  at  all  ol'  which  my  visits  are  welcomed,  whether  I'or 
religious  teaching,  or  g;'iieral  inspt^ction. 

In  March  hist,  a  ten  days'  Mission  was  held  by  Mr. 
Thompson,  our  Diocesan  Missioner.  The  services  were 
well  attended  by  large  and  daily  increasing  congregations, 
notwithstandinn-  the  most  unfavorable  condition  of  weather 
and  roads.  The  result  was  certainly  that  of  generally 
deepened  seriousness  and  concern  for  religious  things, 
\\  hich  tended  much  to  racilitatc  my  elibrts  in  dealing  with 
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the  more  remiss  members  of  my  flock.  In  fact,  it  appears 
to  have  decidedly  strengthened  the  Church's  influence  in 
I  his  place. 

Baptisms,  16  ;  viz.,  1  adult,  15  infants  ;  Marriages,  1  ; 
Burials,  6. 

I  am  sorry  that  we  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  do  more 
for  the  .Church  Society.  I  have  plans  in  preparation  which 
1  trust  will  have  the  eli'ect  of  greatly  increasing  the  amount 
of  our  contributions  during  the  coming  year.

The  Kcv.  T.  S.  Chapman  reports  : — 

"  St.  Paul's,"  as  usual,  has  had  the  morning  service,  and 
•'the  Good  Shepherd "  the  afternoon,  and  St.  IVul's  again 
in  the  evening.  The  congregations,  on  the  whole,  have 
been  steady  and  encouraging,  with  some  incre;ise  in  num- 
bers attending  the  Holy  Communion. 

I  have  kept  up,  pretty  regularly,  the  large  printed  sheet 
lessons,  spoken  of  in  my  report  of  last  year,  with,  I  hope, 
««-eueral  })»Mieiit  to  all  ages  of  my  congregations,  and  1  think 
I  can  sah^ly  say  also,  with  general  acceptance.  I  have  never 
allowed  this  exercise  to  exceed  live  minutes  in  duration,  and 
it  has  been  taken  up  at  the  regularly  appointed  time  for 
catechetical  instruction.  I  mention  this  again  in  the  hope 
thatsome  af  my  brethern  of  the  Clergy  will  also  try  the 
same  experiment,  and  give  the  result  of  their  own  ex- 
peri(^nce.  For  my  part,  1  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that 
I  consider  this  attempt  at  public  catechising  a  success,  and 
verv  valuable  as  an  auxiliary  to  the  Sunday  School,  as 
through  it  your  whole  congregation,  old  and  young,  for  the 
time  being  becomes  your  class. 

Our  Model  School  is  in  successful  operation,  under  Miss 
Alice  Flench.  She  succeeded  Miss  Brown  in  January  last, 
who  was  obliged  to  leave  us.  The  good  moral  influence  ot 
Miss  Brown  upon  her  pupils,  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 
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There  is  ;it  pvesont  an  ebb  in  the  )iiuu])oi'  of  oiiv  elder  ya- 
pils  capable  of  taking-  up  advanced  studies  (thoug'h  the  en- 
tire number  in  attondancc  is  large,  in  fact  every  seat  in  our 
school-room  is  occupied)  which  1  trust  neither  our  Churcli 
Society  nor  the  Protestant  C(mimittee  of  ^Superior  Education 
will  hold  us  a(.'countabl('.  The  smaller  children  will  soon 
come  forward  to  1111  the  ranks  of  the  ]\[od(d  School  classes. 

( )ur  pi'ople  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  grants  hereto- 
fore made  them  in  behalf  of  education,  which  I  trust  they 
(Inly  feel  and  appreciale. 

For  various  reasons,  I  have  not  given  any  Sunday  ser- 
vii'cs  at  St.  Thomas'  Church,  AVestbury,  for  now  nearly  a 
year,  the  chief  of  these,  is  the  fact  that  a  third  Church  at 
.^uch  a  distance  is  too  much  for  my  health,  aiul  besides,  the 
attendance  was  not  encouraging,  and  there  was  no  contri- 
bution towards  helping  to  make  up  the  large  assessment 
ui)on  the  Mission.  ■  An  eltbrt  is  being  made  to  meet  the. 
amount  recpdred  by  th(^  Diocesan  IJoard  for  the  Stipend  of  a 
resident  Cleru'vnian,  \vlu<-h  1  Jioi>e  will  soon  be  accomplish- 
ed. 

A  contribution  to  make  up  a  balance  of  ^SO,  due  upon 
the  diurch  Organ  of  the  CVood  Sliepherd,  at  the  same  time 
as  the  collections  for  the  Church  Society,  I  am  sorry  to  say, 
has  made  the  sum  less  than  last  year.

The  Itev.  G-.  T.  Harding  reports  : — 

As  far  as  I  am  able' to  judge,  without  being  too  san- 
guine, the  work  here  is  prospering  and  giving  many  indi- 
cations of  good  fruit  soon  to  come. 

Among  these  good  indications,  the  congregations  may 
bo  noticed  lirst.  1  am  thankful  to  see,  that  whereas  for- 
m(>rly  they  Avere  very  good — and  in  some  cases  remark- 
able— during  certain  seasons  of  the  vear,  and  at  other  times, 
whiMi  the  weather  was  less  favorable,  became  v*n'y  small  ; 
ii<>w,  tliey  continue  good  in  almost  all  kinds  of  weather, 
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thus  ])eii)""  of  a  mncli  more  sleadv  cliavactor,  and  shewing, 
probably,  a  larger  avorag-o  attendance  than  in  many  pre- 
vious years.  In  conlumation  ol'tliis,  it  maybe  stated  that 
the  ollertory  ior  this  year,  deducting  special  collections, 
is  the  largest  received  durinu'  my  incumbency. 

The  case  is  similar  in  regard  to  .he  attendance  at  Holy 
Communion.  ]''ormerly,  most  ol'  the  members  managed  to 
communicale  the  prescribed  three  times  a  year  ;  now,  I 
no) ice  that  morc^  ol'them  have  l^erome  regular. 

Another  uood  indication  ol'  progress — one,  indeed,  which 
gives  me  the  greatest  encouragement — is  the  unusual  mani- 
i'estation,  lalely,  of  earnestness  on  the  part  oi'  many  younu' 
l)ersons.  I  have  been  al)le  to  uirhi  the  coiiiidence  ol"  some 
of  these,  and  was,  on  one  or  two  occasions,  quite  surprised 
and  gratified  to  see  the  .sincerity  of  their  religious  inten- 
tions. As  an  instance,  I  may  mention  that  two  or  three 
young  men.  unmarried,  have  voluntarily  undertaken  the 
<luty  of  family  worship  lhems(>lves,  or  been  the  means  ol' 
having  it  performed  in  their  homes.  Some  others,  just  bo- 
ginning  married  life,  are  I'ollowing  a  similar  course,  and 
testifying  in  other  ways  their  earnestness  in  religion.  T 
may  add,  too,  that  many  of  these,  under  the  influence  ol' 
strong  temptation  tc*  stray  away  from  the  fold  ol'  the 
Church,  have  proved  the  stability  of  their  convictions  and 
the  strength  of  their  devotion  to  Iler  interests,  by  remain- 
ing firm,  in  spite  of  all  attempts  to  turn  them. 

Another  cause  for  gratitude,  and  a  mark  of  i)rogress,  is 
the  I'eeling  manil'esied,  genin'ally,  towards  your  Missionary. 
I  seem,  to  some  extent,  by  the  favour  of  Almighty  God,  to 
have  secured  the  good-will  of  both  old  and  young,  and  have 
ret  eived  many  marks  o'  their  conlideiic(\ 

Lastly,  there  is  th'^  matter  ol' oU'eriniis  made  f(n'  outside 
objects,  to  which  I  have  often  before  referred  in  oncourau- 
ing  terms,  and  which,  this  year,  is  no  less  a  subji^ct  for 
thankfulness.  As  shewing  that  there  is  steady  jirouress  in 
this  respect,  I  may  say,  that  in  IHIU,  the  amount  raised  was 
$58.47,  while  this  year  the  figures  are  !*;10!>.77.

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III  this  g-ood  work,  us  will  be  sl'oii  in  the  liuaucial  slalo- 
mt'ul,  jyAvoiiiv  stands  lirst  again,  and  8outli  iJurhiini 
second  ;  though  UpiH'V  Durham  also  is  steadily  improvinii". 
Thus  far,  I  have  given  only  Ihe  bright  sideof  things,  aiul 
it  must  not  be  su])posed  therefrom,  that  there  are  no  g'loomy 
features  connected  with  the  work.  Miuiy dis-ouragvments 
meet  your  Missionary  from  time  to  time,  in  ihe  prosecution 
of  his  labour.  Tlu>  difficuliy  of  making  up  the  amount  of 
th(^  assessment  which  has  always  l)een  great,  shows  no 
signs  as  y<^t  of  al)atement.  .And  while  I  feel  strongly  that 
tli(^  sum  required  of  us  is  notliiiiu'  more  than  reasonable, 
and  that  we  ouglit  now,  even  to  be  self-supporting,  I  am 
conscious  of  a  great  want  of  sympathy  v/iih  mo  in  this,  on 
iht^  part  of  nuiny  members  ot  the  (Jliurch;  b.ing  ollen  sur- 
prised and  grieved  al  the  shortsighted  spirit  I  meei  with, 
and  the  W(\ik  failli  of  Ihose  whom  (iod  has  prospered,  and 
who  cannot  more  willingly  and  freely  give  to  Ilim,  re- 
membering that  He  is  a])le  to  recompense  them  a  thousand 
fold. 

1  ought  not  to  close  without  referring  again  io  the  good 
work  done  here  by  the  Diocesan  Missioner.  Another  "■  Mis- 
sion" was  held  by  him,  during  last  Advent,  in  the  Church  of 
iSt.  Paul,  L'Avenir,  it  being  the  third  altogether  in  Durham. 
]\[uch  of  what  was  said  about  the  other  two  will  apply  to 
the  last  one  ;  as  it  was  conducted  in  like  manner,  and  with 
similar  immediate  etFects.  Taking  them  now,  altogether, 
and  speaking  wiih  refereiice  io  general  results,  I  cannot 
but  feel  that  they  have  l)een  good. 

I  ne(^d  scarcely  say  that  tli(^  services  during  the  past  year 
have  been  kept  ii]")  \vith  the  usual  regularity.

I  liavo  been  enabled  to  keei)up  my  two  Sunday  services, 
(not  passing;  by  many  ol' the  leading-  holidays,)  with  mifail- 
ing  rcoulaiily  during  the  year  which  is  now  just  closing-. 
Th(^  services  in  both  churches,  taking-  everything  into  con- 
sideration, have  been  fairly-well  attended.  This  is  especi- 
ally true  during  the  summer  months.  AVhat  I  stated  in  my 
report  last  year  al)0ut  my  Staiuioii  congregation,  I  endorse 
again  this  year.  Only  allow  me  to  extend  the  remark  that 
the  people  there,  owing  to  the  loss  in  their  number,  are  not 
al)le  to  meet  their  lull  assessnuMit,  ibr  the^  have  onlv  paid 
thirty  dollars  out  oi'  Ibrty  which  is  now  due.  ^ly  earnest 
])rayer  lor  this  congregation  is  that  our  lUshop  and  the 
J)iocesan  Board  may  see  lit  to  spare  them  the  services  ol' 
the  church  some  yi^ars  longer.  This  can  only  be  done  by 
retlucing  the  present  assessment. 

As  to  llemison  congregation  1  have  to  report  this  year 
th(»  loss  oi"  three  ol'my  leading  cliurch  I'amilies,  who  have 
emigrated  to  the  States,  and  more  are  looking  forward  to 
lollow  them  in  the  sprinu'.  This  is  a  loss  which  we  i'eel 
iinancially  and  socially,  and  we  have  had  no  acquisitions, 
and  not  likely  to  have  any,  to  iill  the  vacancy  thus  created.

The  Ilev.  .1.  1*.  Richmond  reports  : — 

During  the  past  year  the  services  of  the  Church  have 
been  regularly  held  in  this  Mission  and  have  Iuhmi  well  al- 
leiided.  Besides  the  regular  work  ol'  the  Mission  I  have 
served  as  I'ar  as  possible  the  Mission  ol' Sandy  J>each  in 
which  1  had  eighteen  ser\  ics  besides  visitation  and  Com- 
munion ol' the  sick.  j,urial  of  the  de;ul  ;ind  othei'  calls  i'or 
my  ser\  ice^i, 
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SI.  Paul's  Church. — The  congregations  have  been  lurger 
than  usual  owing  to  the  vacancy  in  Sandy  Beach  which 
caused  many  of  the  people  irom  that  Mission  to  i'requent 
this  Church.  Some  little  addition  has  been  made  to  the 
interior  of  the  Church  and  the  building  is  ready  for  conse- 
cration. 

&t.  James  Church,  South  West  Arm. — This  congregation 
has  been  struggling  to  meet  its  assessment.  Since  the  as- 
sessment was  doubled  in,  I  think,  the  year  1871,  the  people 
have  always  experienced  dilliculty  and  especially  during 
the  last  two  bad  seasons.  The  exodus  of  many  youno-  men 
who  w^ere  absent  the  whole  year  and  some  of  whom  have 
not  yet  returned,  caused  a  h(>avy  pecuniary  loss  to  the 
Wardens,  so  that  in  that  time  in  spite  of  extra  assessment 
on  those  remaining,  the  AVardens  are  delicientone  quarter'.s 
assessment. 

Peninsula. — For  the  same  reason  fell  back  in  the  same 
way,  but  owing  to  a  "good  season's"  fishing  have  been  able 
to  redeem  the  loss.  This  Church  is  now  finished  and  is 
ready  for  consecration.  The  Church  Society's  grant  enabled 
the  congregation  to  complete  the  building.  There  are  about 
1()1  Church  people  in  this  part  of  the  Mission  and  several 
scattered  people  on  the  St.  La^vrence,  who  look  to  this 
Church  for  all  ministrations  which  they  may  require  i.e. 
lil'teen  people  atdrillbn  Cove,  niiuMniles  from  Peninsula, 
Jifteen  people  at  Fox,  six  miles  further  on,  and  nine  persons 
at  Fame  Point,  seventeen  miles  still  further. 

Little  Gtis/ie. — At  last  I  am  glad  to  report  that  tlie  old 
debt  on  the  Church  is  [)aid.  For  the  last  three  years  a  little 
was  paid  yearly,  but  last  Easter  it  was  determined  to  make 
an  elfort  to  pay  the  del)t  and  with  clean  books  to  apply  for 
the  grant  of  the  S.  P.  C.  K.,  Avliich  had  lapsed  and  also  lo 
iipply  to  the  Church  Society.  The  people  agreed  to  give  the 
proceeds  of  St.  Peter's  day  lishery  to  the  Church.  It  realized 
about  i^TO  and  quite  unexpectedly  was  supplemented  by 
a  cheque  for  iiJilOO  from  Mr.  Luce  of  Jersey,  a  mc^mber  of 
the  lirm  of  Messrs.  Fruing  &C0.  The  two  sums  more  than 
l)aid  the  debt.  The  S.  P.  C.  K.,  made  a  liberal  grantof  <;(;2.) 
and  the  Church  Society  one  ol'iijilOO,  so  that  now  with  the 
labour  of  the  people,  the  new  Church  commenced  about 
twenty  years  ago  can  be  repaired  and  linished,  I  hope,  in 
time  for  consecration  next  summer.

HATl^EV    AND  WATKKA'ILLE. 

The  Rev.  Albert  Stevens  reports  : — 

At  Hatley  the  congregations  have  been  good  on  the 
Avhole,  though  they  are  not  yet  Avhnt  I  hey  ouuht  to  be. 
The  Parsonaue  debt  has  l)een  reduced l)y  ^iiiiiOO  wliich  leaves 
a  ])alance  with  accrued  interi^st  of  al)out  ^'11').  Tlu;  iadie.s 
ol' the  guild  have  raised  during  Ihe  year  about  sl.lo  iuid 
deserve  groat  cnnlit  lor  the  interest  thev  have  taken  in  all 
Church  work.  A  kind  friend  ol' the  mission  has  uvneiously 
given  me  $100  to  be  added  to  the  Endowment  Fund  as  an 
acknowledument  lor  beneiits  received  from  the  ministrations 
ol'  the  late  Bishop  Stewart,  who  was  the  lirst  missionary  of 
the  church  stationed  here.  ITe  came  in  1817,  just  sixty-six 
years  ago. 

At  AVatervillc  ihere  lias  been  a  decided  improvement  in 
the  number  attending  the  si-rvice.  The  church  has  been 
newly  painted  and  a  carpet  provided  Ibr  the  chancel  at  a 
cost  oi'  about  i^^ind.  A  very  successful  "  mission  "'  was  held 
here  in  June  last  and  a  <i'ood  I'oundation  laid  IV.r  future  work. 

The  usual  fortiiiuhtly  Sunday  evening  service  has  l)een 
kept  up  at  Massawippi  and  the  congregation  has  been  about 
as  usual. 

At  North  llathy  the  fortnightly  Sunday  service  has  been 
kept  up  as  reiiularly  as  the  state  of  the  roads  and  the  weather 
would  permit.     The  congregations  have  viu'ied  consider- 
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ably.  The  fornightly  Wednesday  •'\ing  service  at  Libby- 
town  has  been  maintained  throiv,iiout  the  year.  I  have 
always  found  a  good  and  attentive  (.'Oimregation  I  o  welcome 
me,  and  I  consider  this  a  lield  that  will  show  good  results 
for  work  done  there. 

I  have  also  held  duriim-  the  summer  a  i'ortninhtlv  .service 
at  the  Sutton  School  house  in  Barnstoii. 

Though  the  work  at  those  out-slations  is  not  as  encour- 
aging as  one  could  wish  yet,  I  think  it,  on  the  Avhole  pr(»- 
litdble,  my  object  is  to  cover  as  much  as'  possible  of  the 
ground  within  the  limits  of  the  mission,  and  to  Imiig  the 
Church's  inlluence  to  bear  upon  as  many  persons  as  possible. 
For  I  believe  that  the  quiet  orderly  service  of  the  Church 
though  held  but  occasionally  in  any  neighbourhood  has  a 
decided  inlluence  in  checking  not  only  vice  but  also  fana- 
ticiism. 

I  am  hap]>y  to  be  able  to  repoit  an  increase  in  the  amount 
of  moiu^y  raised  not  only  for  home  use  but  also  for  outside 
objects. 

We  were  encouraged  by  a  visit  from  the  Bishop  in  October 
last,  when  twenty-six  persons  were  Coiiiirmed.~15  at  Water 
ville  and  11  at   ilatley.     I  hope  to  have  another  class  for 
conlirmation  ready  for  next  summer.

The  Rev.  1'.  Ivoe  reports  : — 

The  mo.'/  stirring  event  in  .'he  annual  liistory  of  this 
l)arish,,  has  i)een  lh(^  "  Mission,"  ludd  in  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Campbell's  Corners,  in  the  month  of  January  ! 
These  services  were  well  attended.  The  ]\[issioiier.  as  usual, 
was  most  successful  in  "shaking  up  the  dry  bones,"  and,  no 
doubt,  has  been  the  means,  under  the  Spirit's  teaching  of 
■'lusing  many  careless  souls :  the.se  impressions  it  is  to  })e 
•fe.voutly  hoped,  may,  in  many  cases,  prove  lasting;  thu 
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f^ervkcs,  1  am  sure,  lielpe>cl  others  \vho  wore  looking  au- 
xiously  lor  grace  and  ]\o\\)  in  their  journey  Zionward. 

The  usual  work  ol'  this  Mission  has  gone  on  uninter- 
ruptedly throughout  the  year.  The  services  at  St.  J^tephen's 
and  the  Churcli  oi'  tin*  Ascension  have  been,  as  a  rule, 
well  attended  ;  oicasional  services  have  been  held  at  Lys- 
ander  Falls,  and  the  usual  monthly  service,  with  one  or 
two  exce])tions  in  Ijad  wealher,  at  St.  Julie  Station. 

The  number  oi'  regular  atteiulants  at  the  new  Church  of 
the  Ascension  has  increased  considerably  during  the  year, 
We  have  a  good  orgaii  in  the  Church,  and  1  think  the 
music  and  the  singing  art».  attractiiiu'  the  young  people. 
There  seems  to  be  a  most  excellent  spirit  prevaiUng  all  the 
meml)ers.  A  state  oi  things  most  gratil'ying  to  the  Incumbent. 
A  very  handsome  marble  Font,  the  gilt  of  Mrs.  Ueed,  ^vas 
l)laced  in  this  Church  in  August  last. 

The  Sunday  Schools  at  St.  Stephen's  and  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  are  increa.sing  in  members,  they  are  ])oth  well 
attended,  and  the  [)rogress  is  very  satisfactory.  AVe  held 
lioo  Pic-nics  in  September,  one  at  St.  Stephen's,  the  other 
in  Young's  (Jrove,  Closlbrd  Jioad,  and  both  were  duly  ap- 
preciated by  old  ;ind  young, 

I    have    rect'ived    several    letters    IVom    my    Iriend,    the 
Ri;v.  A.  A.    Von  inland,   which  would   never   hiivii    been 
written,  if  the  meml)ers  of  the  Church,  in  this  Mis.sion,  had 
been  more  pun(;tual  in  their  payments  to  the  Diocesan  Board. 
1  think,  from  w  liat  I  can  learn,  it  has  not  been  a  very  pros- 
perous  season   with  our   farmers  ;  l)ut  the  small   demand 
mad(>   on   tliem  l>y   Ihe  Board   miuht   be   i)unctaally    i)ai(l. 
Manitoba  and  tin'  lar  \Ve.-(  are  altractinu'  manv  of  our  I'ro- 
testant  settlers  in  i!it\se  to\vnshi[)s.  who  fre(|Ueutly  sell  out 
to  French  Canadians;  we  have  lost  two  families  in  our  Mis- 
sion during  the  past  year,     b'rom  present  appearances,  not 
very  many  years  hence,  the  greatei-  part  (;f  these  townshiiis 
in  Megantic  will  I»e  French  Canadian. 

The  balance  of  debt  due,  W.  S.  Thomas,  Esq.,  for  advan- 
ces made  by  him  toward^  enlargement  of  the  Parsonage,  is 
now  in  ])rocess  of  liquidation,  and  I  hope  will  be  soon  paid 
up  in  fiiil.  I  have  received  assistance  fi(>tn  friends  of  the 
Church  in  Quebec,  towards  paying  olf  a  del»l  incurred  for 
sundry  repairs  and  improveraenis  in  and  arouiul  the  Par- 
sonai't'.

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Th(^  liev.  T.  L.  Ball  reports  :— 

I  am  thankl'ul  to  s;iy  1  have  been  able  to  go  on  for  another 
year,  with  the  exccj)tion  of  four  tSundays  in  the  winter, 
when  1  took  advantage  of  the  D'ocesan  Missiout'r's  A'isit, 
lor  a  month's  holidays.  My  work  has  been  a  little  lighten- 
ed by  the  vacancy  in  the  })arisli  school.  As  we  could  get 
no  assistance  from  the  Superior  liiducation  Fund,  the  Churcli 
Society  oi'  School  Commi'-sioners,  we  very  reluctantly  closed 
the  scliool.  The  funds  of  tlie  School  Commissioners  are  now 
in  better  condition  and  llie  prospects  encouraging  for  open- 
iiiLi'  the  school  early  next  year.  The  tide  of  emigration  has 
at  last  r<'ached  us.  Not  less  than  a  hundred  persons  have 
removed  from  the  Parish  within  the  year,  and  their  ])laces 
taken,  \vith  the  excei)tion  of  one  family,  by  Koman  Catho- 
lics. The  mission  compris(»  Wolfestown,  Coleraiii  and 
Thetford. 

AVe  have  to  mourn  the  death  of  Thos.  Wood,  of  AVood- 
side.  oiu»  of  the  most  zealous  members  and  Lay  Delegate  to 
the  Synod  since  its  iirst  organization  in  this  Diocese.  The 
Ladies'  Association  are  devoting  their  energies  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  oruan  fo]-  Trinity  Church. 
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I  liL'kl  a  Ibrtiiighlly  service  at  Milllield,  on  fcJimday  oveii- 
ing's,  during  the  summer.  The  people  there  having  no  pul)- 
lic  worship  regularly,  the  Minister  of  the  Congregation- 
alists  having  left  early  in  the  year.  Though  we  have  very 
few  Church  members  in  the  vicinity,  the  attendance  was 
good,  and  warm  feelings  for  the  ( 'hurch  incited.  This 
point  is  four  miles  from  the  Lower  Ireland  Church.  I  wish 

I  could  report  more  progress  on  the  erection  of  tlie  i>ropos(!d 
new  Churcli  there.     The  building  committee  have  selected 

II  plan  and  complied  with  the  Canon,  and  I  trust  will  show 
steady  advance  next  year.  The  iJishop,  on  his  visit  iit  Ad- 
derley,  was  impressed  with  the  increase  of  the  congrega- 
tion. The  Church  property  here  has  now  a  very  neat  ap- 
pearance, the  fencing  of  the  burying-grouud  being  com- 
pleted, through  the  exertions  of  Mr.  Thomas  XVahsh.

The  Rev.  .1.  S  Sykes  reporls  :— 

The  services  of  the  Church  have  l)eeii  ri'guku-ly  main- 
tained, in  the  three  Churches  of  (he  ^Mission  during  th*^ 
])ast  year. 

The  attendance  has  l)een  good.  Holy  Communion  is  now 
celebrated  once  a  month  in  every  Church  of  this  Mission. 

Our  Lenten  services  were  well  attended  owintj,-  "  ])erhaps 
to  the  fact  that  they  were  a  prei)aration  for  a  mission." 

"A  mission,"  which  was  held  in  St.  Paul's,  Sydenham 
I'lace,  in  the  month  of  February,  was  attended  by 
large  and  attentive  congregations.  Another  was  held  at 
Holy  Trinity,  Denison's  mills  in  the  month  of  September, 
not  so  largely  attended.  The  roads  were  very  bad  at  the 
time,  the  nights  pitch  dark,  aiul  the  journey  to  and  from 
the  Church  had  to  be  made  in  the  pouring  rain. 

The  Church- Wardens  of  St.  Paul's,  Sydenham  Place, 
have,  with  commendable  zeal,  placed  new  wire  fencino- 
round  the  Church-yard — repaired  the  broken  plaster  in  the 
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Church — seemed  the  steeple  I'rom  tlie  (laiiij;er  oi'  railing,  hy 
l)lncinf^  new  1)races  inside  and  beautified  Ihe  outside  with 
tin.  ()ur  Church  Steeple  now  glistens  in  the  sunshine  and 
can  be  sc^n  lor  miles  in  »nerv  direction.  Messrs.  .Tolin  and 
Henry  A^'  xUeigh,  John  Armstrong  and  Joseph  Lodgi;  have 
again  each  supplied  me  with  a  load  of  good  hay.  1  am 
indebted  to  all  the  people  in  my  Mission  for  supjilics  in 
general. 

In  the  beginning  of  July,  we  held  our  Sunday  School 
ric-nic.  AVe  had  a  short  service  in  the  Church  with  a 
s])ecial  address  to  the  children.  After  which  we  adjourned 
to  the  rai.sonnge  grounds  Avherea  most  ehiboraic  and  sump- 
tuous repast  was  provi'led,  to  which  gi'cat  nttention  was 
])aid  by  old  and  young  alike.  The  tallies  cleared,  various 
games  were  played  outside,  while  those  who  preferred  the 
strains  of  the  violin  with  harmonium  accompaniment  kept 
within  the  house. 

In  August,  a  second  gatheiinu"  of  the  Sunday  Schools 
took  place  at  Mr.  Thomas  Lodue's  grove  where  all  met 
to  enjoy  themselves. 

Thr.M'  Sunday  Sclicols  have  been  in  o[)eration  durinu"  the 
Summer.  The  one  at  Spooner  Pond  still  conducted  by  Miss 
Evans,  the  scholars  sho\ving  their  appreciation  of  their 
teacher's  kindness  and  untiring  ellbrts  for  their  good  by  a 
very  regular  attendance,  and  (  xceptionally  good  conduct. 

'file  Sunday  School  at  Holy  Trinity,  Denison's  Mills,  owes 
its  existence  to  the  zeal  of  Mr.  Albi'rt  Carson  and  -Miss 
bailow,  as>isted  ]>y  oilier  members  of  the  congregation. 
The  aiieiulance  was  very  uood  averauino"  20  every  Sunday. 

My  own  Sunday  School  at  St.  Paufs,  of  which  I  am  sole 
supeiintendent  and  tcaclu/r  numbers  I'l,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  12. 

A  communion  tabic,  I'eading-desk,  and  pulpit  have  biu-n 
added  to  the  furniture  ot  the  Church  at  Spooner  Pond  ; 
and  we  are  indel>ted  to  the  generosity  of  Mr.  and  3ilrs. 
Arthur  AVilcox,  of  Richmond,  for  the  gift  of  handsome 
communion  vessels,  and  alms-dish 

In  addition  to  sTo  already  given  towards  furnishing  the 
ChaMcel,  Henry  I']vans,  Esq.,  of  Montreal,  is  about  to  pre- 
sent us  with  an  Altar  cloth. 

A  small  horse-shed  has  been  l)uilt  by  th(>  members  of  the 
Spooner  Pond  coirgregation. 
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A  Sewing  Society  lias  bueii  started  luidor  the  I'resideiicy 
of  Mis.  Joliii  Kvaiis,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  go  towards 
('huivh  purposes. 

Wo  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  Central  IJoard  for  the 
second  $")0  thus  completing  the  grant  ol'$100  to  the  Spooner 
Toiid  Church.

The  Rev.  J.  Kemp  reports  : — 

St.  James'  Church. — The  work  here  continues  as  when 
reported  last  year.  The  same  round  or]>u])lic  services,  and 
house  to  house  visitations. 

Here  being  the  residence  of  the  clergyman,  and  the  con- 
gregation as.sessed  at  the  highest  rate,  we  have  the  greatest 
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number  of  reguhtr  Sun(hiy  serviees ;  morning,  oirco  in  two 
weeks  ;  on  every  Sunday  evening  during  the  y'?ar.  Thi' 
eongregatioiis  alxnit  the  same  as  when  hist  reported,  or 
perhaps  something  smaller,  owang  to  withdrawals  and  re- 
movals. 

Sunr/a//  Si:li()()/. — AVe  have  a  Snndi.y  Seh*^-  '1  in  co'-.''i(.(.t;,,ii 
with  this  congregation,  only  kept  during  thesunmn  months 
— about  thirty  on  tlie  books.  Mr.  (1.  I'ayne,  In.  ieiegate. 
as  usual,  takes  eharge  oTil,  assisted  })y  som-^  young  ladies  1' 
the  eongregatiou,  to  whom  I  hereby  reooix;  my  aekiu)w- 
ledgment. 

Mrs.  Marshall  still  presides  at  the  organ.  The  C'hureh 
has  been  decorated  lor  Xmas,  and  looks  remarkably  wdl. 
The  zeal  ol"  those  who  took  part  in  tlie  work  deserve  all 
commendation,  involving  as  it  did  some  nim^  or  ten  evenings 
of  their  work,  in  preparing  the  decorations. 

St.  3Iur//s  Church,  Kinneais  Mills. — In  this  Church  the 
services  have  l)ei»n  held  as  hitherto,  once  in  two  weeks  in 
the  al'ternoon,  and  twice  in  six  weeks  in  the  moining.  The 
congregations  have  not  been  as  good,  owing  to  deaths,  r(>- 
movals  and  perhaps  one  or  i  a  .- withdrawals,  the  Iruit  of 
mixed  marriages. 

Mission  Services. — On  Sunday,  the  7th  ol'October.  ilie  I'cv. 
I.Thompson  commence.!  a  temporary  -'mission'"  in  ihis 
Church.  The  Church  vas  crowded,  to  overllowingour  o\\  ii 
people  turned  out  fairly  well,  but  we  were  almost  swamped 
by  outsiders,  very  gratiiying  in  one  way,  and  made  th(» 
whole  thing  apparently  a  great  success  ;  but  our  own 
people  Avere  not  so  personally  dealt  with  as  they  might  have 
])een,  had  there  been  only  a  few^  besides  Churcli  people  ; 
and  I  fear  that  the  results  A\ill  not  tell  so  well  lor  the 
Church  as  we  had  hoped  ;  several  however  came  to  the 
Holy  Communion  for  the  iirst  time,  who,  I  trust,  will  con- 
tiime.  God  grant  the  seed  may  not  have  been  sown  in 
vain. 

Broughton. — Here  we  are  a  handful  among  a  vast  French 
j>opulation,  and  the  Protestants  leaving.  Services  ojilv  once 
in  six  weeks,  and  some  times,  owing  to  roads,  the  appoint- 
ments cannot  be  kept,  w^hich  makes  it  twelve  weeks  be- 
tween one  service  and  another.  Congregation  small,  people 
poor,  iind  it  dillicult  to  make  up  the  assessment  of  |20  per 
annum.     This  place  could  be  more  readily  reached   I'roui 
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tho  Quobci'  C'ontral,  ])(3iiig-  on  the  line;  it  was  (Uicc  pari  ol' 
Jiov.  Mr.  Kiui^"s  missionary  district.

The  Isbnids  are  thirt(>en  in  number,  seven  of  which  iire 
inhabited  :ind  are  situated  ten  to  twenty  miles  IVom  (Mch 
other  respectively;  extending'  a  di.>ianc  •  of  about  Ibity-live 
miles  iVoni  east  to  west. 

The  Church  oT  iMiuland  ])eople  are  scaltiu'cd  widely  over 
th(>  group  and  number  lour  hundred  jieople. 

Side  bv  sid(^  are  lour  thousand  ivonian  Catliolics. 

Cut  oil"  From  all  shijipinu'  ccnnmunication  with  the  out- 
side world  Ibr  nearly  six  months  by  an  impenetiable  barriei' 
of  pack  iee,  that  surrounds  the  islands  during  the  greati'V 
part  of  this  long  and  miseralde  winter,  the  place  becomes 
a  "  little  w(n'ld  in  itselT"  to  the  inhabitants. 

l^'riendships,  associations  and  attachmt.Mits  must  of  neces- 
sity l)e  IbrmiHl,  and  as  the  Church  of  England  members 
I'orm  sueh  a  i'eoble  minority,  the  religious  inllueneo  of  the 
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TJoman  Catholics  would  propoiiderate.  were  it  not  for  the 
Divine  1)les,sing'  resting  upon  the  Society's  endeavours  to 
spread  the  Oospel,  and  onablinp,'  the  people  general  I  if  to 
prefer  that  Gospel  and  see  its  superiority  to  that  of  any 
other  system. 

But  still  danger  exists  :  not  in  Romanism  as  a  direct 
power,  but  indirectly,  in  the  faciliti'^s  ollered  for  mixed  mar- 
riages ;  and  occasionally  the  utmost  tact  and  care  is  required 
to  break  up  one  of  these  engagements  and  divert  their  al- 
t(Mitions. 

lu  the  summer  a  dill'erent  evil  presents  itself.  AVhi^n, 
Ix'sides  the  ordinary  iishing  business,  ten  large  "  Lobster 
Canning  Factories  "  are  in  full  operation,  the  islands  become 
a  centre  for  a  number  of  roving  and  questionable  charact(M's 
seeking  emi)]oyment.  These  bring  either  their  "  isms  "  or 
iulidelity  with  them,  and  what  with  their  corrupted  systems 
of  religious  l)eliei',  and  their  more  corrupted  state  of  life, 
much  evil  is  propagated  through  their  means. 

One  can  from  the  al)Ove,  form  some  small  estimate  of  the 
damaging  inlluence  ])rought  to  bear  against  the  work  of 
CJirist.  and  how  dillicult  a  task  for  one  clergyman  alone  to 
(  ope  with  the  evil. 

/Vlthouiih  the  number  of  my  people  is  small,  yet  the  area 
over  which  they  are  spread  is  wide,  and  frequently  t!ie 
approaches  to  these  islands  are  dillicult  and  dangcious. 
Moreover,  as  most  of  the  journeying  has  to  be  done  in  an 
open  ])oat,  the  ^lissionary  must  be  governed  entirely  by  the 
weather  and  consequently  punctual  visits  to  any  of  the  sta- 
tioiis  is  imi)Ossible. 

All  th(>  islands  have  been  visited  as  regularlv  as  uralher 
permitted. 

Entrj/  Is/and. — From  Entry  Island  two  familii's  and  a  fe^v 
individuals  have  emigrated  to  Cape  Ih-eton,  but  1  anticipate 
their  return  next  spring,  as  I  do  not  think  tlun'  will  im])ro\(> 
their  condition.  The  movement  has  reduced  the  congrega- 
tion from  the  number  ol  78  to  oT.  It  has  also  the  evil  eli'ect 
of  lessening  the  probability  of  a  day  school,  as  the  remainder 
cannot  well  allbrd  to  pay  for  a  teacher. 

A))i}ifrsf.  h/ai/d. — There  are  only  four  families  here.  A 
neat  little  Church  was  built  some  years  })ack  by  the  zeal  of 
a  former  missionary,  l)ut  the  expens(\s  of  repairs  must  rest 
with  the  residing  missionary  ;    for  the  congregation  is  too 
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small  to  iviidor  oHectivc  aid.     It  is  at  ]>ro,sent  undor  ivpnir 
which  will  cost  $120. 

Gruulatoi/e  Is/and. — The  rarsoiiage  is  here,  and  tlu^  coii- 
gTOi>-atioii  number  in  all  115  souls. 

On  this  island  tli<^  people  work  hard  ibr  thoir  Church  an<l 
school.  H'once  tlie  material  is  purchased  they  execute  all 
the  work  themselves.  This  prevents  a  g'real  outlay,  and 
s[)eaks  volumes  ibr  the  good-will  ol"  th(^  peo^de. 

Grosse  Is!'' — Under  this  name  are  comprised  several  otlun- 
places:  c.*^.  ''Grand  Entry,"'  -'Old  llarrv,"  "  East  Cape  and 
Grosse  Isle  North  and  South.""  The  congreu'alion  numhfi- 
in  all  ISI. 

The  new  Church  is  perlectly  completed  and  lit  lor  Divine 
Service.  It  will  accommodtde  about  200  peo[/le.  It  has  iie\  cr 
been  in  debt,  Ibr  I  was  determined  not  to  drive  a  nail,  unless 
we  had  the  means  in  hand  to  pay  Ibi'  it. 

A  good  school  has  been  in  operation  this  summer,  hui 
owing  lo  the  widely  scattered  state  ol'ilie  inhabitants  entire 
satisfaction  could  not  be  given  to  all. 

Bri/on  hlaiul. —  This  is  the  most  dillicult  ot  the  Mission 
stations.  It  is  situated  ten  mih's  to  the  North  ol'  Grosse  Isle 
and  can  only  be  visited  at  rare  intervals,  on  account  ol'  tiie 
dangerous  and  heavy  seas  which  rapidly  rise,  ami  oni' 
small  boats  are  too  Trail  i'or  this  purpose,  though  goo.l  .sea- 
boats  and  lit  I'oi'  the  other  parts  of  the  li'roup. 
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The  Rev.  James  Hepburn  reports: — 

One  encouraginii'  feature  of  my  woik  is  that  people  aiv 
learning  to  give  lor  theprivileu'es  of  the  Church  /.  {?.,  to  give 
freely  and  he-artilv  as  a  duty,  and  not  nuM-ely  to  give  he- 
cause  they  hate  to  refuse,  or  because  their  refnsal  might  be 
commented  upon  to  their  hurt. 

In  my  newer  stations  a  readiness  to  volunteer  support 
has  b(H^n  shown  from  time  to  time  ;  and  among  the  older 
members  I  am  sure  the  delight  of  u'ivinu'  is  fi^Hjuenlly  felt. 

I  must  give  one  instaiuu'.  One  evening'  in  aSchool-house 
after  eveninu' ])rayer,  1  si)ok(^  of  tin'  increased  assessnu-nt 
put  upon  the  Mission,  and  said  1  tlioimhi  it  riijht  that  they 
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to  whom  I  ministered  as  frequently  as  I  could  should  help 
to  meet  the  increase.  The  suggestion  was  enough.  On  the 
spot  a  list  of  co.itributions  was  made  out.  A  i'ew  days  later 
a  woman  of  the  congregation  met  me  and  gave  mo  twenty- 
live  cenis — the  gift  of  a  young  lad  who  was  obliged  to 
earn  his  own  living,  and  help  to  support  his  parents  who 
were  poor.  He  did  not  like  to  give  such  a  small  sum  him- 
self; .soon  he  hoped  to  be  able  to  give  moie. 

And  s])eaking  of  interest  in  the  Church  as  proved  by 
giving.  In'ings  me  to  mention  a  most  munificent  gift  by 
Mr.  Ralph  Merry,  AVarden  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Magog. 
At  our  annual  Easter  business  meeting  he  spoke  to  imt 
quietly  but  confidently  of  the  favourable  prospects  of  the 
Church,  and  said  that  in  a  few  years  doubtless  a  larger  build- 
ing would  be  needed  to  accommodate  us  than  the  present ; 
and  thai  also  a  parsonage  should  be  erected  as  a  home  for 
the  rncumbent ;  and  that  a  site  should  now  be  chosen 
large  enough  for  the  two  buildings,  wheiii'ver  it  would  ht 
deemed  lime  to  build  them. 

Then  he  concluded  his  remarks  by  telling  us  to  our  im- 
mense delight  that  he  had  an  acre  of  ground  in  a  very 
desirable  place  (the  choicest  in  the  whole  villaf;'e,  it  prov<Hl 
to  be)  which  ho  would  be  plea.sed  to  deed  to  the  Church. 
A  dead  silence  followed  this  announcement,  liroken  by 
himself  saying  that  now  he  was  old  and  feeble,  and  would 
not  have  many  opportunities  of  doing  work,  and  therelbr(» 
must  do  it  now  for  the  Church  he  loved  so  well,  and  whicli 
he  hoped  would  prove  a  blessing  to  those  who  would  live 
after  him ! 

Business  men  have  since  reported  that  the  uifi  is  quit(* 
worth  $2000, 

I  am  sorry  to  record  that  the  extra  services  held  in  my 
Churches  even  during  the  seasons  of  Advent  and  j^ent 
have  not  boim  well  attended.  The  country  has  not  yet  dis- 
covered the  great  need  of  such  seasons;  but  we  may  hope 
that  if  the  clergy  faithfullj''  continue  to  observe  them  the 
j)eoplo  will  iiradually  learn  from  them. 

The  Sunday  School  for  the  iirst  time  in  it  history  gave 
the  olfertory  for  the  year  (iftlO)  to  the  Diocese  of  Algoma. 
It  seems  very  desirable  to  educate  the  youngest  members  of 
the  Church  that  there  is  something  they  can  do  just  as  well 


as  their  elders. 
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Throuf^h  the  kindness  of  the  Bishop,  I  had  a  most  enjoy- 
able holiday  with  him  in  my  old  Mission  of  Labrador.  It 
is  never  easy  to  leave  a  parish ;  it  was  unusually  difficult 
this  year  through  the  influx  of  labourers  eni>aged  in  build- 
ing the  Print  Factory  in  Magog. 

At  the  time  of  His  Lordship's  invitation  reaching  me, 
Mr.  Thompson,  the  Diocesan  Missioner  chanced  to  be  with 
me,  and  urged  me  to  accept  the  offer,  very  kindly  ])romi- 
sing  to  take  a  month  of  duty  for  me.  The  remaining  Sun- 
days were  taking  by  neighbouring  clergy.  Dr.  Roe  of  Len- 
iioxville,  Mr.  Brown  of  Mansonville,  Mr.  Clayton  of  Bolton, 
Mr.  Read  of  Lennoxville,  and  Mr.  Wurtele  of  Acton. 

Mr.  Stevens  of  Hatley,  also  very  kindly  gave  a  monthly 
service  in  one  of  my  School-houses  which  1  desire  to  keep 
open,  about  eight  miles  distant  from  his  honnv  To  these 
gentlemen  my  heartiest  thanks  are  due. 

I  may  add,  that,  with  the  building  up  of  ^lagog,  we 
begin  to  entertain  hopes  of  a  subdivision  of  the  parish. 
Each  centre  will  require  a  settled  pastor,  and  must  hav(» 
one  as  soon  as  suitable  terms  can  be  made  with  the  Diocesan 
Board.

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Bui  soint'liov  Wf  liavo  felt  the  pressure  of  our  assess- 
ment of  $-\00,  wliii'h  in  orcL^v  to  make  up,  we  have  had  to 
lend  every  ellort. 

The  reason  bi'in<_!,-  that  a  i'ew  ol'  those  who  helped  us 
laruely  in  Chureli  matters,  have  left  this  Mission  and  there 
heiiiU' no  iullnx:  of  oiilsideis,  and  depending'  as  my  people 
do,  ahnn>t  wiiliout  exeeption,  ui)on  the  lishing-  for  a  liveli- 
lioixl.  \vhi<'h  of  ifst'lf,  is  of  such  a  precarious  nature,  l)ut 
tliost'  who  f  )ll()\v  il,  oft(Mi  wiu'u  lh(^  season  is  ended,  find 
ihems.'K  I's  liiiaiicial!)"  litlh'  hctlei'  oil"  llian  when  they 
heu'aii. 

'rh:)U!rh  ihis  year  the  merchants  Iia\(»  u'iven  the  fisher- 
men a  Nplciidid  price  for  their  Hsli,  yet  tin;  catch  offish  on 
the  wliole  lias  l)e('ii  far  heh:)W  that  oi' last  year. 

This  heiiiu'  the  only  indusiry  in  tin's  Mission,  it  is  plain- 
ly to  he  seiMi.  hut  my  i)tM)i)le  have  but  the  few  short  sum- 
mi'r  montlis  from  th(»  last  of  Afay  to  the  lirst  of  November, 
in  whicli  to  c;irn  th<Mr  year's  bread.  T  think  I  may  safely 
say  that  mine  {.•<  the  only  Mission  alonu'  tln^  coast  where  the 
[)i'0i>le  (most  of  till m)  depend  "  endrplfi"  upon  the  fishing. 
Not  only  so  but  we  maintain  four  School  Teachei's  in  this 
^lission.  One  in  Malhaie,  one  in  tlie  New  Line,  one  at  Bara- 
chois  and  anothei'  at  the  <^)inerof  the  Beach,  with  but  the 
aid  of  a  very  small  Govtrnment  (Irant.  f  would  plead  here 
the  hel])  of  the  Colonial  ami  Continental  Chunh  Society,  in 
Ix'half  of  our  sciiowl  wovk,  for  in  no  place,  could  their  help 
he  ))etler  extended  than  in  assistinuus  in  thi.s  coast  Mission. 
I  have  lhrou<>-hout  the  year  coiulucted  every  Sunday  (and 
on  the  appoint. 'd  Fasts  and  festivals)  Divine  Service,  at 
Malbaie,  Corner  Beach  and  Barachois  scliool  house,  and 
have  as  olten  as  0(  casion  would  jjermil  conducted  service 
at  Sandy  Bca;  h.  in  the  niorninii',  with  a  celebration  of  Holy 
Communion.  1  ha\e  staited  jiere  a  branch  of  the  Church 
of  j']nuland  Teniperance  Soru^t,  ,  and  have  so  lar  enrolled 
foriy-11nv('  names,  ihouuh  I  do  not  lind  it  taken  up  as  freely 
as  one  could  wisli.  many  piM'sons  feelino'  a  kind  of  contempt 
for  the  name  '•  /nH/jrirnirr,  ''  not  so  much  piM'haps  the  cause, 
and  yet  are  r(\i(ly  and  willing'  to  admit  thi»  truth  of  its 
work  and  good. 

1  wish  her."  to  thank  those  who  helped  us  last  vear  with 
our  Tea  Paily.  l^sjiecially  Messrs.  W.  Bower,  Ct.  P.  Fau- 
vel,  and  U.  LeMarquand  which  brought  us  in  |G4.50. 
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"We  have  thissiimmor  put  a  very  pretty  pulpit  and  prayer 
desk  in  the  Church.

The  Rev.  hV  W.  Colston  reports  :  — 

Services  have  been  kept  up,  without  intermission  every 
Sunday  during  the  past  year,  both  in  the  village  School 
House  and  in  Christ's  Church,  Halesboro'.  In  the  latter  plaic 
the  congregations  fell  ofl"  greatly  during  th<' past  winter,  on 
account  of  the  severitly  of  the  weather  and  the  almost  im- 
passable condition  of  the  roads.  Some  idea  of  the  condition 
of  things  may  be  gathered  from  the  {'act  that  eight  Sundays 
IJhad  to  break  out  the  roads  from  the  village  to  the  Halesboro' 
Church,  and,  as  a  rule,  on  these  Sundays,  when,  after  from 
two  to  four  hours  hard  work,  reach  the  Church,  it  was  to 
find  either  the  door  locked,  or  a  congregation  of  "  one  '' — the 
Sexton.  I  shall  hope  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  real 
spiritual  progress  in  addition  to  the  regular  Sundaj'  services, 
The  Holy  Seasons  of  Advent  and  Lent  have  been  carefully 
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ob.served.  During  the  former  your  missionary  held  four  sp> 
rial  services  each  week, — In  the  Hardwood  School  House, 
in  the  Church  at  Halesboro',  iuthf  House  of  Mr.  Thos  Jess 
near  the  Railroad  Station  mikI  in  the  village  School  Hous,\ 
All  these  were  attiMided  by  thoughtful,  earnest  congrega- 
tions anxious  to  he;ir  the  Church  of  Christ's  message  of 
solemn  warning  and  holy  comfort.  Daring  the  latter,  three 
special  services  were  held,  in  the  Hardwood  School  House. 
in  the  Church  and  in  the  village  School  House.  Holy  week 
was  marked  by  daily  services  in  the  Church  and  in  the 
village  School  House.  At  all  these  si^rvices  a  Sermon  or 
Short  Address  was  given.  Your  missionary  is  happy  to  be 
in  a  position  to  report  that  the  long-talked  of  Church  in 
Portneuf  village  will  this  spring  be  built.  In  a  few  days 
we  hope  that  the  contract  \^ill  be  signed.  H'his  happy 
consummation  of  our  hopes  is  to  a  verj/  large  extent  due  to 
the  generosity  of  a  Quebec  lady,  Miss  Davidson,  who  gave 
us  the  princely  gilt  of -SySO,  on  the  condition  that  the  people 
raised  loOO.  This  has  been  done.  It  required  no  little  self 
denial  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  people,  but  all  felt  en- 
couraged by  Miss  Davidson's  generosity  and  deemed  it  a 
sacred  duty  on  their  part  to  show  their  gratitude  to  her,  by 
the  amount  of  their  subseriptions. 

Our  Temperanee  Association  has  been  in  full  blast  for 
nearly  three  years.     It  has  })ecome,  I  believe,  a  power  for 
good  in  the  community,  while,  it  has  gained  the  respect  of 
our  French  neighbours.     Still,  until  we  have  a  Diocesan 
organization  the  individual  Pastor,  will  lind  himself  heavily 
handicapi^ed  in  his  temperance  work,  and  all  those  who  are 
actively    associated    with   him    will   lind  the   work  (o  be 
"  uphill.  "  I  cannot  clo.se  this  report  without  recording  my 
own  personal  thanks  to  ^Liss  Dollie  Ford,  for  the  thorough 
and  conscientious  way  in  which  she  has  Idled  the  ofhce  of 
organist  during  the  [)ast  year  both  in  the  services  of  the 
sanctuary  and  also  at  our  Temperance  Meetings,  and  also 
to  Miss  Reynolds  for  occasioiuilly  acting  in  the  same  capa- 
city for  the  services  in  the  Church.    To  all  my  people,  for 
their  many  acts  of  kindness  and  love  I  desire  to  express  my 
sincere  thanks.   I  appiMid  the  usual  statistical  report  of  the 
whole  amount  ^.'504.    The  Village  Congregation  gave  $202. 
The  Congregation  of  Christ's  Church,  Halesboro',  $102.

The  Mission  extends  along  the  (joa^l  oT  ih"  IJair  dcs  C'ha- 
leurs.  from  iht»  laru'cr  Nouvt'll''  river  on  the  w  e.--t,  to  the 
Kiver  Pabos,  on  the  east,  a  distanei'  ol  ahout  thirty  miles 

The  Parsonage  is  situatt>d  ;d  Shigawakt'.  distant  si.'c  miles 
from  the  Church  at  Port  Daniel,  ami  lilben  )uili's  from  tlu' 
Church  at  I'Anse  au  Gascon. 

During  the  past  y^ar  Divine  Ser\ict',  and  relel)ratious  ol' 
the  Holy  Communion  havt*  been  conducted  with  the  a<:cus- 
tomed  regularity. 

During  the  past  winter  alternate  Services  wi  le  h'dd  cadi 
Lord's  Day  at  Shigawake  and  Port  J)aniel,  e.vci'ijting  eveiy 
fourth  Sunday  .when  two  Services  were  given  ai  Ij'aiisc  au 
Gascon,  and  a  third  one  occasionally,  in  the  evening,  at 
Port  Daniel,  on  the  Missioiuiry's  return  home.  This  arrange- 
ment is  changed,  however,  lor  the  present  winter,  and,  a 
morning  service  "iven  every  i'ourth  Sunday  al  TAuse  an 
Gascon,  with  regular  Services  in  the  oilier  two  Churehes 
And  during  the  summer  months  alternate  Ser\  ie<.,s  w  ere 
also  given  every  Lord's  Day  at  Shigawake  and  Port  Daniel, 
with  a  lortnightly  liVening  Service  at  I'iVnse  au  Cascoii. 
Also  special  Services  have  been  held.  On  the  whoK',  all 
these  have  been  well  attended,  and  characterized  by  hearty 
responding,  singing,  and  much  reverence.  Pastoral  visita- 
tion has  been  carried  out  with  fair  regularity. 

The  Missionary  has  received  much  cordial  co-oiieration 
from  the  Church-AVardens  of  the  seveial  stations  ;  and  espe- 
cially from  Mr.  William  Skejn\  in  his  capacity  as  Senior 
Warden  and  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  of  St, 
Paul's,  Shigawake. 
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The  "  Annual  Statistical  Table  "  si?nt  IVoni  the  Doard 
does  not  permit  the  separatt;  amounts  realized  Irom  ea'h 
conjjregation  (o  be  shown, 

Kel'eronee  must,  therelore,  be  made  to  one  item  in  the 
"  Table,"  vi/.  :  th  it  of  •'  Oihor  purposes."  This  amount 
($201.22)  includes  the  Oll'ertory  ;  repairs  on  the  Parsonaiiv ; 
and  new  seats  with  other  improvements  in  8(.  Paul's  Church. 
For  the  work  on  the  Parsonage  the  p.-ople  throui^hout  the 
whole  Mission  displayed  much  liberality,  in  consequence 
of  which,  it  is  now  in  a  habitable  <ondition  beinir  both  com- 
fortable and  warm,  tin;  l;\tter  an  important  consideration  in 
this  severe  climate. 

Some  helj)  was  received  from  the  Messrs.  Chas.  Robin  & 
To.  ;  J^aBoutillier  &  Co.  ;  .lohn  LeGrand.  Esq.  ;  and  Mrs. 
Daniel  Ijisson.  of  Paspebiac. 

New  seals,  which  were  much  reijuired,  h;ive  been  placed 
in  St.  Paul's  ( 'hurch,  Shis^'awjike.  They  are  massive,  strong-, 
and  look  rcniiirkably  well.  Other  improvements  have  been 
also  accomplished,  making  the  Church  look  very  nice. 

The  Communion  Table,  howe\  er,  looks  bare  lor  want  of 
a  proper  Altnr  cloth.  A  Pulpit  is  to  be  erected  shortly.  The 
health  of  the  Community  has  been  better  this  year  than 
last,  the  death  rate  being  til'ty  per  cent  less. 

In  the  early  part  of  this  year  death  removed  from  our 
midst  Mr  William  Skene,  sr.,  a  pious  churchman.  He  was 
much  res[)ected  by  all. 

Also,  ni'ar  the  latter  part  of  the  year  death  has  taken  away 
Mrs.  John  Traversa  devout  Church-women.  She  was  much 
resi)ected  and  beloved  by  all. 

The  Christmas  decorations  reflect  miich  credit  on  the 
young-  people  who  got  them  up. 

As  hitherto,  so  also  this  year  the  Missionary  has  been  the 
recipient  of  much  substantial  kindness  from  his  Parishioners. 
His  winter's  wood  gratuitously  given  by  one  Parishioner, 
Mr.  Chas.  Smith,  and  drawn  by  the  people  from  his  resi- 
dence to  the  Parsonage,  demonstrates  this  forcibly.

Ol' those  bai)ti/t'd  this  yoar  13  were  adults. 

Aided  by  a  ^-onerous  i^rant  from  the  Chnrrh  Sooiety  wo 
have,  raised  the  morlgai>t'  JVoni  our  parsonagi\  A  small 
balance  remains  still  to  be,  collectrd.  Hut  it  has  boon  made 
a  matter  of  personal  oblitration.  The  pars(mage  is  in  roalily 
free  from  all  incumbrance. 

The  total  amount  raised  in  tho  parish  for  all  purposes 
exceeds  that  of  lasl  year  by  about  $800.

And  yet  wc  have  di.^couiauoments  enough  to  k<'ei)  us 
humble.  Ono  of  the  chief  of  these  discouragom«'nts  1  must 
onco  more  refer  to.  ft  is  th<'  continued  drain  ni.ide  upon 
our  ranks  l)y  the  vi-moval  from  our  midst  of  ]>oople  seekin:;' 
more  thriving'  bu.siness  conlrt.^s.  This  year  e.  '^.  we  havf 
to  deplore,  among'sL  others,  the  removals  of  Joseph  Terill, 
Esq.,  and  Oeorgo  Bixby.  Esq.,  with  their  respective 
families. 

The  uenoral  arrangement  ofservices  remains  urn  hanged. 
I  have  had  three  full  .services  on  Sunday,  with  I  wo  Bible 
classes  ;  and  an  average  of  two  or  throe  week  day  sor\ices 
throughout  the  year.  The  usual  special  services  in  Lenl 
and  upon  tho  chief  days  of  the  Church  have  also  been  held 
as  usual. 

In  Holy  Week,  the  Uev.  Isaac  Thompson  held  a  ^lission 
in  Christ  Church.  Stanstead.  His  lahours — wTii<h  it  is  need- 
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less  to  chararterize  as  most  eariiost  and  self  rlevoted — wove 
plainly  iiillucntial  for  uood.  Tli''  services  wfiv'  not  very 
l.irgely  attended  ;  n^v  were  llirir  ellt'cts  npoii  individuals 
specially  marked;  hut  the  ueih-ral  inikuui' »>  ol'tht'  Mission 
was  very  observable  throughout  this  poi'iioii  oiOur  ii;ui>h. 
Recalling  the  encourauinsi'  syni[ttoni;-  rfl'iu'ifd  to  abovf.  it 
i.s  lair  to  sugrjest  that  perhap.-i  und.n*  God  ihis  s{)ei  iul  Mis- 
sion, held  amojigst  us  by  Mr.  Thonii) on,  may  have  beeJi 
the  means  of  awakening  us  to  fr«'sher  ndigiou-«  lif-.

We  are  indebti>dto  Mrs.  F.  Montizanibert,  Miss  Walker, 
L'cv.  ('has.  Hamilton,  Miss  \.  MacAdams  and  others  for 
Ohrisi'nas  tree  presents. 

The  addition  of  8toiu'hani  to  my  chaige,  t  houuh  incri'.ising 
my  labors,  has  given  me  saiisfaction,  by  reason  of  tlic  hearty 
and  welcome  manner  in  which  I  am  ri'ccived  by  its  j^'ople.

The  Rev.  R.  White,  doing-  temporary  duty  in  tlic  ahovw 
nii.ssions  since  the  end  of  April  last,  reports  : — 

The  Misaion  of  Sf.  Sf/lvester. — I  hav(»  held  fortnightly  ser- 
vioes  at  St.  Giles  and  St.  Sylvester,  alternate  morning  and 
afternoon,  and  once  a  month  at  Cumberland  Mills  and  St. 
George,  also  alternate  morning  and  afternoon. 

St.  Giles  with  St.  Narcisse  comprises  not  more  than  clfvi-n 
families.  Tln^  congregation  is  small,  averaging  some  twenty- 
live  people.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  have  left.  I  was 
told  two  families,  the  early- part  of  this  year,  .sold  their  pro- 
perty, left  for  other  i)arts;  this  leaves  a  gap  which  1  feel 
will  not  be  easy  to  be  filled  up,  as  there  appears  very  little, 
chance  of  their  beinu'  rei)la<'ed  by  new  seekers.  The  otler- 
tory  has  been  good,  considering  the  small  numbi-r  tliat  at- 
tend. There  has  been  one  bai)tism  and  one  burial  during 
the  past  seven  months. 

»S7.  Si/lvfslcr. — Till'  numljer  of  families  belongiuLf  to  the 
Church  residing  in  this  part  of  the  mission  is  nearlv  the  same 
as  St.  Giles.  The  congregation  averaiies  from  twenty  to 
twenty-six.  I  lear  there  will  be  some  difficulty  in  raising 
the  required  sum  for  the  assessment.  I  baptized  one  child 
here  the  early  part  of  the  Summer. 

Offertory- -Pension  Fund,  S2.32. 

Cumberland  Mills — ConuTegation  good  here;  u^ual  rit- 
tendaiice  Ibrlv.  A  very  great  want  at  this  station  is 
a  day  school  and  some  one  to  superintend  it.  There  are 
some  fifteen  to  twenty  children  receiving  not  any  instruc- 
tion whatever.  Taking  this  into  consideration.  I  am  thank- 
ful to  say  that  the  attendance  is  good,  whatever  the  weather 
may  be,  and  the  devotional  bearing  proverbial.  1  baptized 
two  infants  there  in  .July  last  The  a'^sessment  has  all  been 
collected. 

St.  Geonyf.  --Here  the  .onuregation  is  y.-ry  gooil.  Divim? 
Service  is  held  at  the  Manor  House.  (Mr^,  S.  Tozer.  seiir.) 
Both  she  and  all  her  family  take  great  interest  in  the  work. 
One  great  want  here,  the  same  as  at  Cumberland  Mills,  is  a 
day  school.  The  services  are  always  well  attended,  gener- 
ally over  thirty — two  himilies  coming  from  St.  Fabien  have 
to  dr'ive  t(m  miles,  and  four  have  to  come  some  four  or  live 
miles.     Oftertory  fair.     The  assessment  has  been  paid.     I 
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have  baptized  two  inlinils  duviiio-  tho  paist  month.  I  havf 
also  visited  the  Kennebec  threi>  times  durina-  the  Inst  six 
months,  and  held  a  eoltnav  servi<('  ai  three  dill'ertMit  houses 
on  each  occasion.  There  nve  oiily  four  or  five  families  be- 
longing- to  the  Church  on  that  rojsd.  1  hold  service  regu- 
larly at  tho  house  ol'  Mrs.  (ieorge  Poz<'r,  jScoH  Juuelion, 
])olh  on  my  ^v■^y  w\^  to  St.  (nH)ru-e  and  on  my  rcluvii.  At 
pres(»nt  there  are  only  two  Ijiniilies  residinu'  tliei'e. 

The  remaining  Sundny  in  tlu^  monlh  I  visit  Lid:e  IJeau- 
port.  I  hold  service  in  the  morning.  Th(^  last  live  Sun- 
days, siiK'c  the  congregation  were  awace  iluM'.'  would  be 
service  regularly  one**  si  nujuth.  tlie  C'iiui'.-h  has  been  wi'll 
attended,  considering  th<^  lew  residents  iIkm-c  are.  The  rO(»l' 
oi'ihe  Church  is  very  defective,  so  much  so.  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  use  the  one  side.

On  the  l")th  June  last,  liie  Couii)ton  Ladies'  College  clos- 
ed the  ninth  year  of  its  exislcnec  During  the  iteriod,  Tour 
hunJreu  ;ind  ibrty-sevcn  i)upils  were  wholly  or  partly  edu- 
t;itt'd  in  the  Institution. 

01  these,  three  hiindivd  and  liTl  'cn  were  ]>oarders,  the 
majority  ol"  whom  came  IVoni  the  Ivasiern  Townships  and 
the  cities  oi' C^ueheo  and  Montreal,  while  a  nuxsl  aecept;i1)le 
coidiiigent  was  ruruished  by  ihe  Maritime  rroviiices.     .V 
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,air  pro[)ortion,  h-)  ol  the  above,  have  engaged  

of  tuition,  teacMng  m  the  Dominion  and  i:i  the  United 
States.  Tiii-oc  haAe  hlled  responsible  position>  in  this 
School. 

The  small  num))er  of  day  pupils,  bL',  was  owing  to  the 
inability  of  the  locality  to  sup[)ly,  to  a  greater  extent  than 
was  the  case,  a  class  of  pupils  sullLciently  advanced  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  a  supeiior  school. 

It  WAS  a  condition  Avith  the  principal  subscrib'r  to  the 
College  Fund,  that  the  buildings  sh(»ul(l  be  erected  in  Comp- 
ton.  And,  certahily,  ihe  bi'.aity  of  lie  scenery,  and  the 
healthfulnc's  of  the  neighbourhood  are  all  that  can  be  de- 
sired. j)Ut  un.brtunaiely,  for  the. reasons  just  given,  the 
sci.ool  has  been  deprived  iu  a  large  measure  of  that  suppoii 
which  is  a  chief  factor  in  the  success  of  any  unendowed 
educational  iiistiiutiou— I  mean  local  patronage. 

During  the  nine  years,  a  sum  not  less  than  .^i)4,00O,  has 
been  expended  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  College.  This 
iimount  has  been  suppiietl  from  three  S{nirces,  vi/ : — 1st. 
Board  and  tuition  ices.  2nd.  Oovernment  grants.  ;;rd.  Fri- 
vate  means. 
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The  prosont  school  yoar  is  iioi  suHicionlly    aclvaiiciHl  lo 
enal)lo  me  to  report  thorooii. 

In  rcuard  to  tiio  Inst  yoar,  Sop.,  1S82.  Jo  Juno,  ISw:],  Iho 
numhor  atteiulinu'  was  soniowhat  smaller  llian  Uio  avovago 
for  tho  ])rovious  lour  years,  o\vin<>'  in  ])arl  lo  Ihe  I'acl  HimI 
nineli'oii  youiiy'  hulies  left  Iho  school  in  Iht^  sunniior  ISSii, 
thirteen  having  linished  1  he  ('(»llei>'e  course  ;  three  leaving' 
for  ICno'laml,  whither  (heir  i>arenls  had  gdiie  io  reside*;  ancl 
throe  to  attend  other  schools  nearer  homo.  The  denarlnve 
ofsomanv  at  om*  time,  rreated  a  void  which  il  is  (lillicull 
to  lill  from  the  ctMtainly  n»>l  increasing  {'English  speaking 
population  ol'liie  Province.  And  all  themoic  dillicull,  Aviien 
church  parents,  for  tin'  sak'e  ol'sa\ing  a  few  dollais,  will  ig- 
nore their  own  educational  institutions  to  i)atroni/e  ivoman 
Catholic  Convents.  This  has  lVe(juenlly  happeiu'd  in  con- 
nection with  the  ('on)pton  College. 

I  am  thankful  to  he  able  to  repoit  that  the  health  of  the 
sehool  was  excellent  throughout  the  year,  and  the  kindly 
feeling  existiim'  ])etween  teachers  and  pupils  most  satisfac- 
tory. 

The  stall"  ol  teachers— exclusive*  of  the  principal  —  who 
gave  instruction  from  three  to  foiu' hours  daily,  «'onsi.stcd 
of  a  J^ady  IMincjpal,  and  lour  governesses,  "i'he  course  ol' 
instruction  end)raced  i*higlish,  in  all  its  hiancln^s,  l<'r«*nch, 
German,  Latin.  Drawing,  raiulinu',  Needlework  and  Cal- 
esthcnics. 

Karly  in  May.  the  IJev.  Mr.  Allnatt,  Special  Examiner  ol 
High  Schools,  tVc,  examined  the ( 'oll(>ge  and  ieporte<|  nio-t 
favourahlv  on  the  work  done 

At  the  Midsummer  j'lxaminat ion.  hesides  hook  pri/.e^f.  to 
several  in  the  school,  three  young  ladies  rece»<,<d  medals 
In  the  Senior  Class,  a  gold  medal  was  awanled,  and  in  the 
Fourth  and  Filth  Classi's,  silver  medals  The  oold  meifdist 
also  i)as^ed  a  highly  cieditahh*  examination  (oi  the  McOJil 
and  iiishop's  College  Association  in  /\rls  Certili(ate.

All  our  Services,  special  and  ordinary,  have  been  well 
attended,  and  on  the  whole,  a  very  commendable  degree 
of  interest  has  been  manifested  throughont  the  year  in  the 
work  of  the  Church,  The  ladies  of  the  congregation 
iindtM'look  and  carried  to  a  successful  issue,  a  ]}azaar  for 
which  I  I'eel  they  deserve  our  warmest  thanks.  I  am  h(>i)ing 
that  we  are  getting  within  measura])le  distance  of  the  time 
when  .such  expedients  for  raising  lunds  shall  not  be  looked 
upon  with  approval.  During  ihe  past  year  our  Sunday 
Scho(»l  lo.st  by  removal  its  t'lfioicnt  Superinlendent,  Mr. 
Geo.  King,  who  with  his  entire  laniily,  has  gone  to  reside 
in  tlie  state  of  ^Minnesota,  U.S.  I  am  ghultosay  tlint  the  posi- 
lion  of  superinti'udent  is  now  iilli'd  by  my  Church-warden 
Mr.  Saml.  ^litchell,  from  whose  .zealous  cU'orts  I  expect 
very  satisfactory  results. 

Ill  comiuou  with  other  city  Churches,  we  have  to  regret 
the  loss  of  two  or  lhve(>  families  who  have  removed  from 
(^uel)ee,  l)Ut  having  regard  to  tlie  position  of  nuitt(»rs  in  this 
city  generally  we  see  much  cause  for  thankfulness  that  we 
have  been  enabled  to  struggle  through  our  most  pressing 
diliiculties.  AVe  have  to  depend  on  voluntary  contiibutions 
for  evi'rylhing  and  when  it  is  recollected  tliat  ours  is  the 
])oorest  city  congregation,  and  that  of  its  members,  the  ma- 
jority are  working  people,  I  think  it  will  be  admitted  that 
they  have  done  remarkably  well. 

The  Sustentation  Fund  for  the  past  year  amounted  to 
$7i'5  as  auainst  $(;il  in  1SS2  ;  the  geiuM'al  Ollertory  $908.44 
as  against  $90;}  in  IS.Sl*,  and  the  Ivister  Ollertory  to  the  Rec- 
tor amounted  to  $109  as  against  $  lOo  in  188-.  Last  year,  not- 
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withstanding  our  numerous  burdens  we  contributed  $  S3  to 
the  Church  Society  in  this  Diocese,  for  the  present  yt  ar  we 
have  done  slightly  better,  the  amount  being  $101.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  there  were  individual  contributions  to  various 
o])jects  includini>-  some  $9  to  Algoma.  AVo  have  still  to  con- 
tend with  a  debt  of  $4000  on  the  Church  and  the  interest 
on  this  forms  unquestionably  our  heaviest  burden.  Owing 
to  our  limited  resour(3(^s  there  are  some  objects  of  Diocesan 
importance  to  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  contribute 
but  which  we  would  gladly  help  if  we  could  do  so. 

During  the  year  the  Lord  Bishop  confirmed  17  candidates, 
there  were  1(3  children  baptized,  6  persons  buried  and  1  mar- 
riage. This  latter  item  is  in  suggestive  conr,ra.stto  the  pre- 
vious year  1882,  when  we  had  10  marriages.

and  resi^'ct  for  him  personally.  As  ii  was  lo  Ihe  foundiui;' 
of  that  scholarship  that  the  Doctor  i>enerously  devol«'d  the 
presentaiion  made  to  him  by  his  uiatefiil  parishi(Miers. 

The  Church- wardens  in  their  report  made  to  \ho  Vestry 
last  Easter  state  th;it  the  licneral  lin;u\cial  statement  on

The  yoar  which  has  just  passed  has  iiot  been  marked  by 
any  event  of  unusual  interest.  The  Sunday  servii  es  of  the 
Church  have  been  maintained  with  unfailing  regularity 
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and  have  boeii  well  attoiuled.  Multiiis  are  said  daily  during* 
the  summer,  and  e\'eu.soui>-  daily  during  Advent  and  Lent. 
At  the  i'ornier,  wo  seldom  i'ail  to  see  a  lew  of  the  faithful 
who  believe  their  Lord's  promise,  that  where  two  or  three 
are  gathered  together  in  His  name,  He  is  in  the  midst  of 
them.  Fven  song  during-  Advent  and  Lent  is  fairly  attended  ; 
on  Wednesday  and  Friday  evening  quite  a  large  number 
are  present. 

Holy  Communion  is  administered  twice  a  month  with  a 
fair  average  attendance. 

In  common  with  most  parishes  in  this  diocese,  w^e  are 
yearly  losing  manj  of  our  members  by  removals  westward  ; 
since  May  eigiit  families  havi'  lei't  us,  and  we  hear  of  none 
coming  lo  replace  them.  It  can  easily  bo  conceived  how 
diihcult  it  is  for  Ihe  handful  who  remain  to  maintain  the 
services  of  the  sane! nary  ;  indeed,  ))ut  for  our  Endowment 
it  would  be  impossible  for  them  to  do  so,  for  we  have  not  a 
single  man  of  wealth  amongst  us,  but  that  they  have  not 
failed  in  their  duty  is  evident,  I  think,  from  the  statistical 
table  which  is  appended  in  the  form  required  by  the  So- 
ciety ;  and  1  can  bear  witness  that  what  they  give,  they 
give  cheerfully. 

Among  the  sums  given  under  the  head  '  Other  purposes  " 
in  the  table  Imay  note  $80.00  for  Repair  of  Rectory  ;  ii;:J2.2.5 
for  ihe  S.  S.  Library,  and  $»'»»). 2'>,  Easter  and  Xmas  gifts  to 
liector.  As  will  be  seen,  the  whole  amount  given  for  Church 
purposes  durinu'  the  year  is  $788.17,  being  something  over 
$5.00  a  head  for  every  person  in  the  parish.
